LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO SOMINCO FARMS. 


UR second annual visit to Rodman 

Meacham and his Sominco Farms at 
Hopkinsville, Ky., was made on July 16. 
On this trip we had the pleasant company 
of Leonard S. Sutcliffe, the celebrated 
photographer, who took the pictures of 
Mr. Meacham’s yearlings appearing on 
the cover page and also on page 922 in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. Since the 
writer’s visit last year, a new barn of 16 
stalls for yearlings has been added to the 
equipment on the principal farm. This 
barn is constructed with an elevated aisle 
in the center from which the feeding is 
done. The barn is entirely open above 
the stalls, so that one walking in the aisle 
can see into each siall. The partitions are 
of such height as to permit of companion- 
ship among the yearlings without indi- 
vidual contact. Each stall opens to the 
outside. The loft is sufficient for storage 
of feed for an entire season. The archi- 
tecture of the barn is simple and attrac- 
tive. It is painted green with white 
trimmings. 


THE SOMINCO JERSEYS 


The drought which has been prevalent 
in Fayette, Bourbon, Woodford, Clark, 
Jessamine and other counties in the Blue 
Grass section, seems not to have affected 
Christian County. As matter of fact, 
the grass in Christian County is green and 
abundant, while the hay, corn and tobacco 
crops are good—in the opinion of the 
natives, quite as good as usual. On 
Sominco Farms the writer saw three large 
crops of tobacco, two of Burley, much 
better than any in the Blue Grass section 
this year, and one of the species generally 
called dark. The Burley industry in 
Christian County is of recent establish- 
ment. For many years they raised only 
the dark tobaccos. The breeders of Thor- 
oughbreds in Christian County, nearly 
all raise their own feed and much of the 
hay is alfalfa and lespedeza. That it is 
good feed for horses is quite well attested 
by the appearance of the yearlings grown 
in that district. 


Our visit primarily was to see the 
yearlings, but before we proceed with a 
description of the 20 head which Mr. 
Meacham will send to Saratoga for sale on 
Monday evening, August 11, we must tell 
vou something about the herd of Jerseys, 


for the operation of a dairy is an important 
part of the activity at Sominco Farms. 
These Jersey cows have either been im- 
ported from the Island or they are 
daughters of imported sires and dams. 
These cows are representative of the best 
Jersey blood in America and they are very 
attractive. As was shown in a _ picture 
published in THE BLoop-HorsE for last 
week, the Jerseys are permitted to run 
with the mares and foals in the largest 
fields on the farm, and Mr. Meacham and 
his superintendent, Mr. Martin, informed 
the writer that they had never had the 
slightest injury or accident either to horse 
or cow as result of this conassociation. 

Mr. Sutcliffe selected the afternoon as 
the most favorable time for his _ photo- 
graphic work. When he got at it the sun 
was high and hot, and after having ob- 
served him for nearly three hours, we are 
prepared to give him the first award for 
patience. The pictures, shown in this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HoRSE, could not have 
possibly been taken by anyone with less 
patience, to say nothing of expertness. 
One looking at the picture of a yearling 
as printed in a publication perhaps gives 
little thought to the time, effort and in- 
genuity expended by the photographer and 
likewise by the person having charge of 
the colt or filly, but it is a job that no 
novice can do well. 


THE YEARLINGS 


Breeders like Mr. Meacham have come 
to know the value of the use of sprays for 
the destruction of flies, and at this time of 
the year the “guns” are kept very active in 
and about the stables, with the result that 
the flies were not so annoying as they 
otherwise would be. Mr. Sutcliffe insists 
that each yearling be sprayed about the 
legs and the body before being brought 
out for the picture-taking ordeal. Other- 
wise the youngsters would be continually 
stamping, and switching their tails, and 
the proper pose would be next to im- 
possible. 

We think the chestnut colt by *Johren 
out of Mabel Trask, by Jack Atkin is the 
pick of the 20 from the Meacham estab- 
lishment to go under John Bain’s hammer 
in the Fasig-Tipton paddocks, and for 
that reason his picture appears on the 
first page of this issue. This colt is an 
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PLACE FOR HORSES. 

E are in receipt of an interesting letter from 

Lieutenant-Colonel C. L. Scott, former 
prominent figure in the Remount Service, now an 
instructor in the Academic Division of the 
Cavalry School at Fort Riley, Kansas. He tells 
us that he thoroughly enjoys THE BLOOD-HORSE 
and looks forward to each weekly issue. He also 
says Major Wall’s article is “excellent and con- 
tains a lot of useful practical data that would be 
of great value to any horseman or breeder,” and 
then: 

“I am also heartily in accord with your efforts, 
as expressed in your paper, to get rid of a lot 
of Thoroughbred trash now cluttering up our 
race tracks, and to stop the use of dope. * * #* 
It would be a great thing for racing if the man- 
agements of different tracks would stop the use 
of DRUGS and the starting of horses that are, in 
many instances, too unsound for any work. Such 
rules ENFORCED would clear out a lot of trash at 
all race meets. * * * The non-winning, slow 
Thoroughbreds that you'd like to clean out of the 
racing game would serve a very useful purpose 
here in this part of our school work. * * #* 
This school, the horses here, and the work we do 
now in present day cavalry is the best argument 
and the best proof that racing can get as to its 
usefulness.” 


Lieutenant-Colonel Scott says the type of 
mount available for the work at the Cavalry 
School has “improved wonderfully since the Re- 
mount breeding work started,” and he informs 
us that there are about 25 horses in training 
there for the Olympic games. “Most of them,” 
he says, “are young, and will need a lot of work 
to complete their training, but on the whole I 
think we have a better start now than we’ve ever 
had before for the Olympic equestrian events.” 
He concludes with the statement that the Caval- 
ry School is “a great place, with many horse ac- 
tivities, and lots of hard riding and clean sports,” 
and quotes the Commandant, thus: ‘Polo, rac- 
ing, fox hunting, steelplechasing, etc., is for the 
development of cavalry leaders, as well as for the 
best peace time test that we can get for quick 
thinking.” 

At the bottom of his letter Lieutenant-Colonel 


Scott penned the following: ‘You're right again 
in your last issue: ‘Slow horses may give good 
racing, but faster horses give better racing,’ and 
only the TOP ones—fast ones and courageous 
ones—help to IMPROVE THE BREED.” 


We'll wager that as you've read the foregoing, 
you've had the same thought we have, and that 
is that here’s a place for horses that would earn 
their way off the race tracks, if only the manage- 
ments of the courses would re-adopt the successful 
Scully race of former days, or devise other elim- 
ination events. It has been said that the track 
managers have been hesitant to inaugurate the 
needed elimination activities because they had no 
place to send the horses. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Scott is known to the man- 
agers of all the principal race courses, by and 
through his activities in behalf of the Remount 
Service of the United States Army, and it would 
be a fine thing if they would get into touch with 


him and find out how many horses from the race - 


courses could be used in this work annually and 
then proceed to see that they are placed at the 
disposal of the young Americans whe are learn- 
ing to be leaders of the mounted arm of our 
forces for national defense. 

This is another topic that could be discussed at 
a meeting of leading sportsmen, such as THE 
BLOOD-HORSE has previously suggested should be 
held at Saratoga during August. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Scott sent us some photographs of horse 
activities at Fort Riley and they will shortly ap- 
pear in THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


STAYING BLOOD. 
VER the water they really do believe that 
Clendenin Ryan's Instigator, American-bred 

son of Stimulus, from *Sheila Ryve, by Golden 

Sun, may prove to be the best 2-year-old racing 

in England this year. Cabling to The New York 

Press, Adair Dighton, ‘Special Commissioner” for 

The Sporting Life (London) says: “Now, then, 

it is not a 100 to 1 chance that your exile—Loftus 

—does not train the best 2-year-old in this coun- 

try this year in Mr. Ryan’s Instigator II, which 

scored in the Princess Stakes the last day at 

Newmarket.” Then we find in the columns of 

Daily News and Chronicle (London) that “Mr. 
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Ryan has sent to England a very smart colt. He 
was not seen at his best in the race (Princess 
Stakes) at Newmarket until he met the rising 
ground coming out of the dip, but the moment 
he had to face the hill he raced to the front like 
a good staying colt, and won by a length and 
a half.” These comments are confirmatory of 
what we have seen before in other publications 
about this colt, bred in the way that the late 
Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield turned out race 
horses to worthily carry the white, blue polka 
dots of the late James R. Keene. Messrs, Mar- 
shall Field and Arthur B. Hancock are to be con- 
gratulated in the possession of Stimulus, and 
Hal Price Headley, too, comes in for a meed of 
praise for having bethought the mating from 
which this good colt came. The yearling half- 
sister to Instigator, a bay filly by William B. 
Miller’s *Waygood, is owned by William M. In- 
gram, head of the Lexington Granite Company, 
and he says she is a good one, as for as he is 
able to judge at this stage of her growth. 


THE DROUGHT. 

PART from the drought; the shipping of 

yearlings to Saratoga for the sales, the 
probable state of the market, and Blue Larkspur’s 
again having fallen lame, there is little else in 
the conversation of the people in the Blue Grass 
Region. This dry spell has been the most pro- 
longed, and the most harassing, in many years in 
this section. There isn’t a pasture for miles 
around Lexington but what is burned brown. 
They are so dry that cigarettes carelessly tossed 
out of passing automobiles and sparks from rail- 
road locomotives have started numerous fires, 
none of which, thankfully, have done any ma- 
terial damage. The loss of a broodmare barn 
valued at $16,000 at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Stock Farm last Sunday night may have 
been due to a cigarette thrown down by tramps 
who may have gone there to sleep, but Manager 
Barry Shannon does not know how the fire 
started. 


The early corn has already developed its tas- 
sels, and a few of the stalks carry anything more 
than a nubbin. Tobacco, the principal crop in 
this section, is deplorably short. Many of the 
farmers are cutting and housing it in order to 
save the few leaves from burning in the fields. 
The feeders of cattle, because of the absence of 
grass and shortage of water, have been shipping 
their herds to the markets and taking a loss 
from 2 1-2 and to 4 cents a pound over what they 
paid for them last fall. The horses are being 
fed winter rations at nearly every farm in this 
section. 

Many of the farmers have taken advantage of 
the condition to scrape out the beds of their 
dried, or nearly dried, ponds and numerous 
springs and wells are receiving attention they

haven’t had in a half century. A number of 
springs, long unused and nearly forgotten, have 
been rediscovered and put into use for the small 
quantities of water that they now afford and 
for what may be gained thereby in the future. 

Speaking of water and systems, W. T. Mur- 
ray, of Coldstream Farm, is entitled to the award 
for the most economical plant devised in this 
section. C. B. Shaffer, a short while back, 
bought some land adjoining Coldstream. On it 
is an excellent spring. Mr. Murray recently 
completed four concrete troughs, so located that 
the water from this spring, through a gravity 
pipe line, supplies each of these troughs and pro- 
vides an overflow into a creek more than a mile 
distant from the spring. From these troughs the 
cattle and sheep, and likewise the broodmares on 
Coldstream Farm, have been watered during the 
drought. The spring in the center of the farm, 
which is the key to the principal water supply, is 
down to 18 inches, the lowest in its history, as 
far as is known. : 

One of our friends who came in from Virginia 
last week, said he had spent four days going 
over farms in the Thoroughbred horse breeding 
sections in that state and that he had found con- 
ditions equally as bad, if not worse, as prevail 
in the Blue Grass section. He had been in 
Pennsylvania and had found conditions very nor- 
mal. Another friend, who came in Saturday 
from a trip through Missouri and Illinois, says 
that corn is very, very scarce as a result of the 
drought. 


For foul riding at Latonia, July 22, Jockey S. 
Trenchard was suspended for 10 days. About 
the same as telling him to take a fishing trip.

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ODDS AND ENDS 


OLD ROSEBUD. 


HIS is the busiest season of the year for the 
men who handle Thoroughbred yearlings. It 
will be only a few days until the yearlings 
scheduled for the famous Saratoga mart are 
loaded into the cars for the journey northward. 
Numerous colts and fillies, which are not intend- 
ed for the sales ring, are now getting their first 
introduction to the trappings and accoutrements 
of the race horse. 

The writer saw a large band of yearling colts 
being accustomed to the feel of the surcingle and 
saddle-pad just the other morning in the long 
barn housing the charges of Johnny Jones at 
Douglas Park. With few exceptions, they walked 
about in a circle in much the same quiet manner 
of the old campaigner parading in the paddock or 
being cooled out. Johnny makes a specialty of 
breaking yearlings and each year he puts from 
50 to 60 through their paces at Douglas Park. 
His barn is one of the type featuring the large 
passageway between the rows of boxes and is 
nearly three-sixteenths of a mile in length. This 
is the type of stable which is generally seen at 
tracks devoted to harness racing. In fact this 
and all other barns at the old Beechmont course 
were constructed with a view of housing har- 
nessed racers. When the plant was designed and 
built it was for trotting meetings. 

I’m told that the group of some dozen colts I 
saw working in the “school-room,” as the end of 
the stable given over to the breaking process is 
termed, belong to Leo J. Marks, the popular 
sportsman who races Misstep, idol of the Western 
turfites, under his nom de course Le Mar Stock 
Farm. These youngsters are to be turned over 
to Hubert Taylor within the next few days for 
further schooling. Truly they were a fine looking 
and highly-bred band—quite the best, I fancied, 
that Mr. Marks has ever had. Of course, that 
doesn’t mean that I think he has one in the band 
which will prove the superior of Misstep as a 
racing tool. It is the uniform quality of the 
colts which made such an impression on me, One 
of the best mannered colts included in this group 
is a chestnut of great length and scope, by 
Misstep’s sire, Upset. One that looks the making 
of a stakes colt is the bay son of Bubbling Over— 
Demara. While he differs from his sire in coat 
color, he bears a striking likeness to the old 
horse in conformation. He has those same overly 
large hind quarters and the fine head and neck, 
and, I might add, those same legs which have the 
appearnce of being too light of bone to support 
the weight of the body. This colt seemed to get 
a great deal of enjoyment out of the lesson and 
proceeded to give vent to his pent up emotions 
by neighing loudly and raising quite a “hulla- 
baloo” in his box the moment he was freed 
within it. These colts appear to have been reared 
right. They are bred right and will be broken 
and trained right. And that is the “secret” of 
a successful racing establishment.

6é¢('\ ALLANT FOX is light behind the saddle,” 

says a friend from the quarter-horse 
country who had just seen him race for the first 
time in the Arlington Classic. That’s so, but 
remember that Reigh Count, too, seemed lacking 
in power and size behind and both have attained 
the heights. Neil Newman says we in this 
country have grown accustomed to seeing racers 
muscled up and as large as Shorthorns about the 


hind quarters, and that most of the English and 
French racers are patterned along the order of 
the two worthies mentioned above. Large quar- 
ters are a hall-mark of the native tribes of 
Domino and Ben Brush, which is to say, the hall- 
mark of speedsters rather than stayers.

Bip MOODY is training a right good colt for 
Theodore E. Mueller in Pittsburger (named 
for the fast Eastern train), a 2-year-old bay colt 
by In Memoriam. This is one of the two colts 
by this young *McGee sire which were sold at 
Saratoga last August. He is a big, leggy sort, 
being patterned much on the order of his famous 
sire, which holds the distinction of having beaten 
Zev when that horse was right at the top of his 
form for the Latonia Championship of 1923. This 
is In Memoriam’s second crop and he is well 
represented by Miss Chilla and Pittsburger. Re- 
member, he hasn’t had the pick of the Blue Grass 
mares, by any means.

AW V. “Screw” Sanders at Latonia yesterday. 
He thinks, along with some thousands of 
Turfites, that Gallant Knight has a royal chance 
of beating Gallant Fox when next they meet. 
Says “the Knight” is improving right along; 
that any time this pair hook up the fans are 
going to see a real “hoss race,” even more “real” 
than the last from a Gallant Knight rooter’s 
point of view. Maybe so, but “the Fox” is the 
champion of his division and has proven it time 
and again. Old John Public is a wise handicap- 
per and refuses to believe anything not to he 
found in the records.

ALLANT FOX, with $274,980 to his credit 
may top Zev ($313,639) as the greatest 
money winning horse of all time. Reports have 
it that he unloaded at the Saratoga track re- 
cently looking like a million dollars. Blue Lark- 
spur seemed destined to pass Zev until he went 
lame again just recently. Just how seriously 
lame the big son of Black Servant—Blossom 
Time is has not been made known. Victorian is 
again on the shelf. I do not think these two are 
going to the races much from now on. 


ERVAST BREAKS TRACK RECORD 


RVAST, the 4-year-old son of *Paicines from 

Blind Beauty, owned by Baron Long, estab- 
lished a new track record at Agua Caliente, July 
20, running five furlongs in :58 3-5, taking one- 
fifth of a second off the record made last winter 
by My Dandy. 

The race was called “The Special Sprint,” the 
other starters being Beth Hogan, belonging to 
Mrs. J. N. Crofton, and Nusakan, belonging to 
C. B. Irwin. Ervast won by three lengths and it 
looks like he has returned to his previous good 
form when, at two and three years old, he won 
eight consecutive races. 


Ervast also held the track record for five- 
eighths of a mile at the old Tijuana track of 
:58 3-5, which he established when a 2-year-old. 

Baron Long also won two races on Saturday, 
July 19, with Hit The Deck and Point Loma, 
both horses being by *Paicines. 

Baron Long still claims that Ervast is the 
fastest horse that was ever raised in California, 
this colt having worked one and one-eighth miles 
in 1:49 before being shipped to Kentucky to run 
in the Derby.

Bay colt by Chatterton, sire of many winners 
including Current, winner of $54,851 to end of 
1929, including Breeders’ Futurity and Selima 
Stakes; out of *Silent Princess, by *Prince Pala- 
tine (St. Leger, Eclipse Stakes, Ascot Gold Cup 
twice, Jockey Club Cup, Coronation Cup, Imperial 
Plate, Gordon Stakes, and sire of Afternoon, 
dam of the Nut (Latonia Championship, Realiza- 
tion). Silent Princess is half-sister to Cock O’ 
The Walk, Star Gowan and John Smulski. 

Black colt by Black Toney, sire of Black Gold, 
Broadway Jones, Beau Butler, Befuddle, Black 
Servant, Captain Hal, and grandsire of Blue 
Larkspur; out of *Melinite, dam of Brown Flash 
(Excelsior Handicap), by Ramrod, sire of *En- 
filade (best 3-year-old filly of her year in Amer- 
ica), Alert VI (French Oaks), Momus (Grand 
Prix de Vichy), Redames (Prix du President de 
la Republique).

BOOTLAND BABBLE

OTLAND lest its Blue Larkspur out of the 

Arlington Handicap because Colonel Brad- 
ley’s champion pulled up gimpy after a gallop 
the other morning, and his racing days may be 
over, very likely are, it is feared, but the bacon 
comes to the old home town—to dear old Chitlin 
City—just the same. Hal Price Headley, a real 
“boot,” and proud of it, was right there with 
Pigeon Hole to shift the 34,000 smackers out of 
Arlington Park into Bill Courtney’s recently con- 
solidated banks, now doing big business under 
the title First National Bank and Trust Company, 
down on the corner of Main and Cheapside. . . . 
Then on the same day Bob Collins, another 
“poot,” born down Bowling Green way, and now 
master of Elmhurst Farm out on Winchester 
pike, the home of Lee O. Cotner, a fine race horse 
making good as a sire, helped fatten the Lex- 
ington Clearing House reports by banking the 
9,000 simoleons gathered out of the front end of 
the Cincinnati Trophy at Latonia, by Don Leon, 
one of Lee O. Cotner’s sons, and one of the year’s 
best juveniles in the West. . This old op- 
timist is mighty glad to read of the success of 
fellow “boots,” especially in these torrid times 
when the Blue Grass looks like a hoola-hoola 
girl’s skirt, and the heat pops right up from the 
sidewalk and fries one’s face, and the smell of 
scorching rubber fills one’s nostrils as motor ve- 
hicles roll along the highways, because every 
little purse and every big stakes helps a heap. 
. . . The pessimists, of course, can’t see it, or 
don’t want to see it, which in the long run 
amounts to about the same thing, but every dol- 
lar a race horse brings into Bootland this year 
is going to help folks who have heretofore been 
getting theirs out of tobacco and other products 
of the soil and out of cattle, sheep and hogs— 
going to help them over the rough places until 
Nature’s wheel turns their way again. . . . It’s 
the old laws of average working, and it’s further 
evidence that the fellows who went out to the 
polls at election time and told the reformers that 
they wouldn’t let them put the pari-mutuels off 
the race tracks were right. . . . There are some 
folks who are saying that yearlings are not go- 
ing to bring anything this year. They are sing- 
ing the blues that the sun burned out of the 
grass. A big rain with no hail or lightning would 
change their tune.

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PRACTICAL LIGHT HORSE BREEDING 


In the Blue Grass of Kentucky and Its 
Possibilities Throughout the United States

ABORTION, STERILITY AND BREEDING HYGIENE. 


N remarks introducing the subject of ‘“Patholo- 
I gy and Bacteriology of the Reproductive Or- 
s of mares in relation to sterility,” as pub- 
lished in Bulletin Number 286, Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, Drs. W. W. Dimock 
and P. R. Edwards say: 

“Of all the difficulties that may be encoun- 
tered in livestock production, loss from dis- 
ease probably stands first in economic im- 
portance. In highly developed, well-bred 
herds, functional disturbances and diseases 
of the reproductive organs resulting in steril- 
ity constitute a problem that demands seri- 
ous consideration. 

“Much of the early work on the general 
handling of breeding problems was misdi- 
rected effort. Many sound practices specifi- 
cally indicated for certain conditions have 
been applied to cases of sterility for which 
they were not indicated. The first and vital 
point to be observed in handling sterility is 
a correct diagnosis; and second, the use of 
agents and practice of methods the value and 
effect of which have been previously de- 
termined as basically applicable for a par- 
ticular condition. Equally important is the 
early recognition of incurable cases, in order 
that they may be promptly removed from 
the herd. 

“Those who have been actively engaged 
in horse breeding as an industry realize 
fully that sterility of mares, impotency of 
stallions and the loss of foals from prenatal 
infections are among their most serious 
problems. The successful control and pre- 
vention of these conditions must necessarily 
be based upon a thorough knowledge of the 
causes, characteristics of the disease and all 
contributing factors. This information can 
only be gained from a systematic study of 
a large number of cases.” 


Following are extracts from a paper prepared 
by Dr. Cassius Way, and later published in Cir- 
cular No. 30, Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, University of Kentucky, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky: 

* * 
* * * Many infections may not cause visible 
harm, but when intensified by bad physical or 
sexual hygiene may attain high virulence and 
produce a great variety of lesions and extensive 


losses. Unlike the specific venereal diseases 
such as syphilis, dourine * * * these general 
infections are commonly present in the genital 
organs and elsewhere, their numbers are unknown 
and their lesions are alike. 


* * * Unfortunately, many breeders consider 
that an abortion or the premature expulsion of 
a fetus constitutes the entire disease. They fail 
to recognize that the numerous other breeding 
troubles such as cystic ovaries, inflammation 
and acclusion of the Fallopian tubes (salpingi- 
tis), inflammation of the uterus (metritis), pus 
in the uterus (pyometra), inflammation of the 
neck cervix of the uterus (cervicitis), and in- 
flammation of the vagina (vaginitis) and many 
secondary infections go hand in hand with con- 
tagious abortion and follow this troublesome 
disease. 


* * * An abortion is only one of our problems. 
* * * 


If we could, by isolation, confine the disease 
to the present animals infected, preventing its 
spread to new hosts, the disease would die out 
with the death of the individuals now harboring 
the infection. * * * Under practical farm con- 
ditions it is often impossible to completely isolate 
several individuals. * * * If we had to deal 
only with the loss of a particular fetus, and could 
after two months get the female to conceive we 
could perhaps then almost recover from the loss 
of this particular individual. 

* * * Investigators tell us that in cattle, Bac- 
terium Abortus cannot be found in the uterus 
two months after an abortion, but in many cases 
the cow will not conceive due to the fact that 
the other bacteria have gained entrance and are 
making themselves manifest by causing sterility. 
* * * Dr. Schroeder says: “The modern and 
rational idea of wound treatment should be ap- 
plied to the treatment of the injured or diseased 
uterus.” 

* * * One familiar with the treatment of ab- 
normal genital conditions common to breeding 
animals would hardly presume to endeavor to 
thoroughly disinfect the uterine and vaginal cav- 
ities with strong germicidal solutions. * * * In 
order to kill infecting organisms, it would be nec- 
essary to use solutions of sufficient strength to 
kill the tissues of the uterus and thus defeat the 
purpose desired. By proper methods of treat- 
ment what can be done is, to mechanically re- 
move all debris and billions upon billions of bac- 
teria and in this way materially assist nature in 
combating the infection which remains in the 
system, * * * 


The productive life of more valuable sires has 
been brought to a close because they have been 
used repeatedly on a great number of diseased 
females than in any other way. They are put 
to such a sexual strain that their resistance is 
lowered, bacteria gain entrance, causing chronic 
lesions in their organs and in turn varying de- 
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grees of impotency and finally total sterility re- 
sults. 
* * * 

Hadly states that unquestionably the male often 
becomes infected with germs that produce the 
various secondary diseases in the female, which 
are more properly classed under the more inclu- 
sive term of “abortion disease.” * * * 

In our practice we are convinced that the male 
is fully as important as the female so far as the 
breeding health of the herd is concerned. 

* * 

In our experience the evidence is very clear 
that the early abortion rate and the death of the 
fetus with or without expulsion during the first 
thirty or ninety days of pregnancy is very high 
where males of lowered potency are retained in 
service, unless some radical change is made in 
their mode of living. All males whose potency 
is lowered because of infection are dangerous 
and should not be used for service. 

* * 

All females should be examined a few weeks 
before breeding to ascertain if they are normal. 
* * * 

Investigations relative to the possibilities of 
making a diagnosis of the infection by means of 
blood tests will be of material assistance in lo- 
cating possible spreaders of the disease. * * * 

The isolation of all aborting animals until all 
discharges cease, the destruction of aborted 
fetuses and membranes together with isolation 
and segregation of all known spreaders of the 


disease is imperative. * * * 

The most important phase of disease control in 
* * * the new born of any species, especially 
when infection exists, is proper maternity pens 
or stalls. * * * 

The control of breeding disease is not a tem- 
porary or a transient proposition. It is an all 
year problem, and also year after year problem. 
* * * Owners of live stock can do much to con- 
trol breeding diseases and abortion. 

The subject of Contagious Abortion in mares 
is further presented in the following extracts 
from a paper prepared by Prof. E. S. Good, 
University of Kefitucky, which is found in Cir- 
cular No. 30, Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, 1922: 

“One of the great losses in the horse breeding 
industry is due to the disease of infectious abor- 
tion.” 

* * 

In making a preliminary investigation as to 
what was thought to be the cause of mares abort- 
ing, we found quite a number of theories among 
the breeders, some of which were as follows: 
That the trouble was caused by the mare eating 
frost-bitten grass late in the fall or early in the 
spring; the flushing of the system by eating too 
much succulent feed; the presence of bad odors; 
that is, if a mare aborts in a field and the fetus 
and afterbirth are not removed at once and the 
place on the ground from which they were taken, 
covered with dirt, the odor will of itself cause 
the remainder of the mares to abort. From the 
nature of the malady, we came to the conclusion 
that the disease was caused by a germ. 

* 

It was found difficult to secure specimens. 
* * 

The specimen could consist of the afterbirth 
or fetus of an aborting mare or any discharge 
from such a mare, also, the solid bedding or grass 
on which the mare aborted. * * * It was not 


until the spring of 1911 that we succeeded in 
isolating the particular germ that we have since 
proved to be the cause of the disease. * * * 
We have proposed the name of Bacillus abor- 
tivo-equinus for this germ. The disease can be 
produced in a mare both by feeding the bacillus 
to her and by intravenous inocculations; the in- 
cubation stage being ten to twenty days. Up to 
date we have isolated this organism from twenty 
studs of aborting mares. 

In our experience we were never able to iso- 
late the bacillus of infectious abortion from mares 
which had aborted very early in pregnancy, that 
is mares aborting within a few weeks after con- 
ception. We did once or twice find the colon 
bacillus associated with these early abortions. 
Whether it was a secondary infection we are not 
able to state. In our experience, the larger num- 
ber of foals were lost during the eigth month 
of pregnancy. There is much to be learned as 
to the cause of mares aborting during the early 
stages of pregnancy; I mean by this when the 
fetus is but a few weeks along. 

* * 


SYMPTOMS: 


Usually a mare will abort a fetus well along 
in gestation with little effort, and in most cases 
with no injurious after effects. However, in a 
large stud of mares afflicted with this disease, 
an individual or two may succumb after abort- 
ing. The symptoms presented in such cases are 
a continual discharge from the vagina, elevated 
temperature and marked depression. Our inves- 
tigations also show that the internal organs of 
the fetuses of aborting mares usually present 
marked pathological conditions. * * * 

It would seem that after the disease starts in 
a herd of mares and a mare aborts, the feed or 
grass becomes contaminated with the germ and 
other mares become infected, by eating this ma- 
terial, the organism being absorbed from the di- 
gestive tract into the blood stream and conveyed 
to the pregnant uterus where it finds suitable 
conditions for its multiplication and destruction 
of the fetus. 

As soon as we had succeeded in isolating the 
germ * * * our next step was to carry on in- 
vestigations to determine whether mares could 
be immunized against the disease. * * 

Dr. W. A. Schofield, of Ontario, coats says 
that it is his opinion that the stallion does trans- 
mit the disease because the trouble appeared in 
mares bred to certain stallions. * * * 

STUDIES ON ABORTION IN MARES: ‘ 


Prof. E. S. Good, Dr. W. W. Dimock of the 
University of Kentucky, and Major Raymond A. 
Kelser, of the Army Veterinary Corps, are the 
pioneers and among the foremost authorities in 
the study of abortion in mares. Extracts from 
the subject as presented in recent publication in 
the Journal of the American Veterinary Medical 
Association for April, 1927, by Dimock and 
Good are given below: 

I. The Diagnosis and Differential Diagnosis of 
Contagious Abortion 


Presented at the sixty-third annual meeting of 
the American Veterinary Medical Association, 
Lexington, Kentucky, August 17-20, 1926. 


DIMOCK AND GOOD 
In discussing the diagnosis and differential 
diagnosis of abortion in mares, it is taken for 
granted that those who have had even a limited 
experience in dealing with abortion in the equine 
species recognize that there are a number of 
different factors that may, through their action 
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and influence upon the pregnant mare, and more 
particularly in the genital system, result in abor- 
tion or premature expulsion of the fetus. There- 
fore, as a tentative working basis, we offer the 
following classification of abortion in mares on 
the basis of the different factors that may be 
operative: 

1. Abortion (contagious) due to the presence 
and action of the Bacillus abortivo-equinus (Sal- 
monella abortivo-equinus), or contagious abor- 
tion of mares. 


2. Abortion due to infection of the genital 
tract of the mare and of the fetus by Strepto- 
coccus genitalium. 

3. Abortion due to infection of the genital 
tract of the mare and the fetus by one or more 
of a number of different micro-organisms that 
may have accidentally gained entrance to the 
genital tract of the mare before or at the time 
of service. 

4. Abortion due to accidental injury, fright, 
strain, exposure, etc. 

5. Abortion due to the feed and nutritional 
disturbances. 

6. Abortion due to a general debilitated con- 
dition of the mare or organic weakness of the 
uterus and genital tract. 

After having observed and studied cases of 
abortion in mares over a period of twenty years, 
including bands of broodmares kept on a number 
of different farms and in bands of broodmares 
maintained on the same farm year after year, 
we feel justified in asserting that in cases of 
abortion in mares it is possible to determine in 
the very great majority of cases what the cause 
was, both in the case of mares as a group and 
in the case of each individual. 

In the application of methods at our command 
for the diagnosis and differential diagnosis of 
diseases in general, we most often proceed by 
first carrying out an examination for the disease 
that in one or more respects has some outstand- 
ing characteristic and easily recognizable feature 
and for the determination of which we have re- 
liable bacteriological and serological tests. In 
the case of abortion in mares it is quite natural 
that we should look first for evidence of conta- 
gious abortion, since we have definite means of 
recognizing cases of abortion due to the Bacillus 
abortivo-equinus. A further and most important 
reason for considering contagious abortion first 
is the very great danger that the infection may 
spread to other mares on the farm, unless active 
and effective preventive measures are taken. 


ABORTION DUE TO BACILLUS ABORTIVO-EQUINUS 


The microorganism may be isolated from the 
fetus, from the fetal membranes and from the 
uterine discharge of the mare. In addition to 
this the blood (mare) will (usually) give a de- 
cided positive reaction to the agglutination and 
complement-fixation tests. In case the exami- 
nation was positive to the abortion organism, we 
would not consider as causative factors of im- 
portance, for the particular case, other micro- 
organisms that might be recovered from the 
fetus, afterbirth or genital tract of the mare. 
In case the examination was negative to conta- 
gious abortion, then other causes would be con- 
sidered. 

ABORTION DUE TO STREPTOCOCCUS GENITALIUM 


All tests for contagious abortion are negative. 
Streptococcus genitelium is isolated from the 
fetus, afterbirth, and from the uterine discharge 
of the mare; cervicitis and metritis usually are 
evident. In case the streptococcus is not found 


in the fetus, nor in the circulation of the fetal 
membrane, but is found in the uterine discharge, 
it should be remembered that this microorganism 
is freqently found in the uterine discharge of 
mares that have foaled normally. Therefore, if 
the mare recovered promptly and showed no 
other evidence of inflammation of the genital 
tract, it could not be stated definitely that the 
streptococcus was the cause of abortion. On 
the other hand, if the mare did not recover, but 
continued to show evidence of cervicitis and 
metritis, and streptococci could be found in the 
uterine exudate, it would seem reasonable to 
assume that abortion had resulted from the fact 
that the mare was suffering from metritis due to 
streptococcic infection, but for some reason the 
microorganism had not invaded the fetal circu- 
lation. It may have been present and yet not 
have been recovered by the methods used. The 
history of the mare and her future breeding 
record would be important factors in the final 
analysis. 
ABORTION DUE TO NUMEROUS CAUSES 
The third class includes abortions due to a 
miscellaneous group of microorganisms that may 
have accidentally gained entrance to the genital 
tract. There is, of course, great difficulty in 
determining, in every instance, the exact signifi- 
cance of the microorganisms found. We have 
isolated from the genital tracts of barren mares, 
suffering from metritis, a variety of microor- 
ganisms many of which have also been recovered 
from the fetus and afterbirth in cases of abor- 
tion. It is not unreasonable to assume that many 
mares so affected may conceive and later suffer 
from abortion, due to the action of one or more 
of these microorganisms and the pathological 
changes that have resulted from their presence 
in the uterus. 
ABORTION DUE TO INJURIES 
Abortion due to accidental injury of a physical 
or mechanical nature is possible, beyond doubt. 
However, in the past, cases of abortion altogether 
too often have been attributed to accident. Under 
no circumstances should a diagnosis of accidental 
abortion be accepted until after the case has 
been thoroughly studied, all possible infections 
and toxic causes eliminated, and the evidence of 
an accident substantiated. 
NUTRITIONAL DISTURBANCES 
A diagnosis of abortion due to the feed and 
nutritional disturbances is acknowledged to be 
difficult and, without extended observations and 
careful tests, is impossible of specific confirma- 
tion. The diagnosis is reached by a process of 
elimination of other possible causes and from a 
compilation of all available evidence. All tests 
for the presence of infection are negative. 
Pathological lesions in the fetus and afterbirth 
are absent, and the genital tract of the mare re- 
turns to normal, in the very great majority of 
cases leaving no bad effects. There is no history 
of an accident. Several mares in the stud abort, 
all of which are being fed and handled in the 
same manner. If the mares that have aborted 
come in contact with healthy, pregnant mares in 
other groups, abortion does not result. Abortion 
in the remaining pregnant mares of the aborting 
group is checked upon a change of feed and en- 
vironment. Usually there is reliable evidence 
that the feed being used is of decidedly inferior 
quality, or decidedly lacking in both variety and 
quality. 
OTHER NON-SPECIFIC CAUSES 
Abortion due to general debility, atony of the 
genital tract and non-infectious pathological 
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changes in the uterus, both functional and struc- 
tural, apparently are not numerous, yet there 
are cases where such a diagnosis seems justified. 
The diagnosis would be based on the fact that all 
examinations and tests were negative as to infec- 
tion. The possibility of injury, feed, or nutri- 
tional disturbance would be eliminated just as 
far as possible by a study of the case. Further 
confirming evidence would be that other mares 
in the stud did not abort, and that upon an ex- 
amination, the genital organs of the mare were 
found to be in a generally weakened condition. 


PATHOLOGY OF ABORTION 


Abortion in mares, on the basis of actual study, 
in the very great majority of cases is undoubted- 
ly the result of infection. The pathological 
changes are, to a certain extent, indicative of 
the type of infection that was responsible for 
the abortion. The pathological changes found 
associated with contagious abortion are quite 
constant and in many respects characteristic. 
They are those representative of an acute con- 
dition; congestion, inflammation, hemorrhage and 
exudation predominate over the more strictly 
degenerative processes. The exudate found ad- 
hering to the fetal and maternal placentae is a 
thick muco-cellular mass of a dark-red or brown- 
ish color, and in quantity, character and color is 
of diagnostic value. The mare, barring compli- 
cations, recovers promptly, without treatment. 


In cases of abortion due to Streptococcus gen- 
italium and other types of infecting microorgan- 
isms of a less specific nature, the pathology 
stands out in rather marked contrast to that of 
contagious abortion. The degenerative changes 
predominate over the processes of inflammation 
and hemorrhage: abortion not having taken 
place from the immediate action of the infection, 
but only after the infectidn has caused the de- 
velopment of gross degenerative changes. The 
mare usually will continue to show evidence of 
metritis for a longer time and does not as a rule 
recover without treatment. 


In case of abortion due to accident or toxic 
effects from the feed, there is an absence of 
pathological lesions indicative of infection. 


In those cases where material is available and 
in condition for examination, much valuable in- 
formation may be gained from a close inspection 
of the fetus, afterbirth and genital tract of the 
mare. To ignore the pathology in cases of abor- 
tion would be gross negligence. To attempt to 
make a diagnosis as to the cause of abortion on 
the gross pathology alone would be to invite con- 
fusion. A careful study of the lesions in cases 
of abortion is to us important, not as a direct 
means of making a diagnosis but indirectly, by 
indicating the line of attack most likely to de- 
termine the cause. 


In many cases the pathological pictures over- 
lap, presenting features found in more than one 
type of infection. That we will later be able to 
tell from the lesions the type of infection pres- 
ent, with a greater degree of accuracy than at 
present, is to be expected, unless we deny the 
possibility of progress. That the diagnosis and 
prognosis in cases of abortion will be made whol- 
ly on a study of gross pathology is not only 
doubtful but not consistent with everyday pro- 
cedure followed in the case of most other diseases 
with which we have to deal. 


; From our studies and observations of abortion 
in mares and of infections of the genital tract, 


it is evident that more than one factor capable 
of producing abortion may be present in an in- 
dividual case. For example, Streptococcus gen- 
italium may be isolated in conjunction with 
Bacillus abortivo-equinus. In cases of abortion 
due to streptococcic infection you will occasion- 
ally encounter micrococci and various types of 
bacilli. Instances where more than one type of 
microorganism may be isolated from the fetus 
in cases of abortion are not many, and when the 
cases are studied in detail the importance of one 
infecting agent over that of another is not im- 
possible of determination. Many foals carried 
full term are found to be diseased at birth and 
many foals so diseased die; in such cases the 
dam often is found to be suffering with metritis. 
Had such a mare been exposed to a severe in- 
jury, great excitement, or extreme exposure dur- 
ing the gestation period, the possibility of abor- 
tion would have been greater than in the case 
of an absolutely healthy mare subjected to the 
same degree of injury. 


It is realized that any attempt to classify each 
individual case of abortion in mares on the bases 
of an exact cause is open to error. Abortion in 
mares can be classified under a group heading 
with a very high degree of accuracy. Failure to 
classify a particular case is the result of an ina- 
bility to demonstrate the cause rather than that 
an exact cause was not present. The grouping 
that we have used is based on specific instances, 
each case being studied and analyzed to the fullest 
detail. Work carried on at the Kentucky Experi- 
ment Station on abortion in mares, including 
both field and laboratory observations, leaves no 
doubt in our minds as to the specificity of so- 
called contagious abortion in mares. Abortion 
due to other causes, while often more difficult of 
exact determination, is nevertheless substanti- 
ated by the studies which we have made. The 
reliable and trustworthy diagnostician makes 
use of every possible source of evidence, demand- 
ing that the clinical symptoms and pathological 
lesions be substantiated by definite laboratory 
findings and specific tests in every case for which 
we have developed such a procedure. 

A study of diseases of foals has disclosed some 
striking analogies with disease of the genital or- 
gans and abortion. For example, joint-ill, due to 
Bacillus abortivo-equinus, to Streptococcus geni- 
talium or to B. viscosum equi, is practically in- 
distinguishable clinically. On the other hand, 
the pathology found upon postmortem examina- 
tion offers some striking contrasts; enough so to 
be of diagnostic value. Yet to predict that the 
final decision as to the true etiological factor 
need not be confirmed by bacteriological study 
would be assuming too much for the accuracy 
of the eye and the reliability of the interpreta- 
tive power of the operator. 

In closing, mention should be made of the Bac- 
terium viscosum equi. This microorganism is 
mentioned in European literature as having been 
isolated from the genital tracts of mares and as 
a cause of abortion. However, its importance 
seems to be as a cause of joint-ill and septicemia. 
We have never observed a case of abortion due 
to this organism, nor have we isolated the bacil- 
lus from the genital tracts of mares. We have, 
however, isolated the Bacillus viscosum equi from 
foals suffering with joint-ill and septicemia in 
fourteen instances. The foals from which isola- 
tions were made had all been carried full term 
but died early in life, none of them exceeding one 
week of age.

own brother to Sir Johren and half-brother to 
Queen of Sheba. His dam was a winner and is 
a half-sister to the stakes winner Gallant Dan 
and the winners The Duke, Redondo and Rezon. 
Balance All II, Mable Trask’s dam, was own 
sister to Continental aux el Paso. This, as his 
picture will disclose, is a colt of grand appear- 
ance. He has quite a length of rein, is unusual- 
ly quick, has good action, is splendidly muscled, 
has the best of feet and legs, excellent shoulder, 
a great second thigh and an excellent middle. 
Mr. Meacham told us that so good a judge of a 
horse as is W. W. Darden, of Nashville, had 
recently said that this colt “is more like Hanover 
than any horse I have seen in 20 years.” 


We will next tell of the six youngsters pictured 
on page 922. The bay colt by *Johren out of 
Star Stone, by Pebbles, is bred somewhat like 
Whichone. *Johren’s sire is Spearmint, also the 
sire of *Chicle. Whichone’s dam is the grand- 
daughter of Ben Brush as is also Star Stone. 
Whichone gets a cross of Hanover through 
*Chicle’s dam, Lady Hamburg, while this colt 
gets it through his third dam, Miss Canale. This 
colt gets another cross of *Bonnie Scotlanc 
through his fifth dam, Lou Pike. Whichone car- 
ries a Domino cross, as does also this colt, 
through Pebbles, the sire of his dam. He has in 
addition a cross of *Meddler and likewise of *Star 
Shoot, his second dam being Dawn Star, by *Star 
Shoot. Dawn Star has been a good producer at 
James Butler’s Eastview Farm. She is a half- 
sister to Louise Travers, winner of 21 races, and 
dam of four winners. This is a very good colt 
and is very level in his walk. 

MICCOSUKEE’S SON. 

A nice colt, exceptionally smooth, of good size 
and as smart as they make them, is the bay 
brother to Prince Apollo, by *Spanish Prince IT, 
out of Fair One, a winning daughter of Sir Bar- 
ton, from Phantom Fair (half-sister to the splen- 
did stakes winner Fair Phantom, dam of Fair- 
dale), by Peter Quince. The next dam was Sen- 
ator Camden’s good mare Bellita, by Ben Brush 
and she out of *My Beauty, by Ladas. 

The brown colt (half-brother to Monticello), 
by Eternal, out of Miccosukee, by Hamburg, is 
a magnificent individual of the Sweep type. He 
is a May foal, yet of good size, and very neat 
appearance. Miccosukee was a winner and is 
own sister to The Irishman. They are out of 
‘Ballyhoo (winner of 27 races and the dam of 
seven winners, including the Futurity winner 
Ballyhoo Bey), by Duke of Magenta. This is 
running blood. 

The bay or brown colt by St. Henry out of 
Rounella, by *Rouleau, is a blocky youngster of 
good type and appears to have more than usual 
determination. His dam was foaled in 1926, and 
his grandam, Thonella, was foaled in 1919, and 
is sister to Fast Mack, a stakes winner, by Mara- 
thon. The next dam was Della Mack, a winner 
and good producer, by The Commoner. Della 
Mack was own sister to four winners. 

The bay filly by *Johren out of Slipper Day, 
by Martimas, is an own sister to Mr. Johren, 
which Mr. Meacham sold last year for $8,000 and 
which has been working good and is to start at 
Saratoga. She is also sister to Queen O’Neil, a 
twin, which Mr. Meacham sold for $5,100 two 
years ago. This filly, Mr. Meacham says, is a 
better individual than was either of the others. 
She is well made, has plenty of size, excellent 


feet and legs, is good bodily and very sensible. 
Slipper Day is the dam of the winners Bees, 
Theresa Joan, Ina D. and Happy Birthday. Slip- 
per Day was a stakes winner of 15 races and was 
only five times unplaced in 29 starts. She holds 
the track record at Hamilton for 5 1-2 furlongs 
in 1:05 2-5, which she made in 1915. 

A grand filly, carrying two crosses of Ballot, 
which should make her very attractive to breed- 
ers, is the chestnut daughter of Prince of Bour- 
bon (half-brother to Vito), out of Corilla, by 
Ballot. Prince of Bourbon’s dam, Forever (half- 
sister to Eternal), was by Ballot. Corilla won 
six races and is the dam of the winner Jamie. 
The next dam was Top All, dam of four winners, 
by *Top Gallant. 

There is a chestnut colt by St. Henry, out of 
Morsetto, by *Masetto, with good finish and 
larger size, but not so good a hind leg, as is the 
bay son of Rounella. This chestnut colt is half- 
brother to Culpepper and Gladys McClain. The 
second dam, Frogmore, won and produced nine 
winners, including the stakes winners Froglegs 
and Charlie Gilbert. 

A strong horse with good action that would 
be sure to make good as a hunter, if he should 
fail in racing, is the bay colt by *Johren out of 
Princess Amo, a winner (half-sister to Note o’ 
Love, Love Message, Love Letter and Purple 
Pirate), by *Spanish Prince II. 

The chestnut filly (half-sister to the winners 
Belle Isle and Saratoga Maid), by *Johren, out 
of Good Shot, a winning daughter of Martimas, 
is a good, solid, durable individual. 

The chestnut colt (half-brother to the stakes 
winner Chloris, and the winners Miss Boyd, 
Floralia and Equity), by *Johren out of *Flying 
Flora, a winner, by Mauvezin, is light boned and 
somewhat leggy, but for all of that very quick 
and racy looking. 


WILLIE K.’S HALF-BROTHER. 


The grey colt (half-brother to the stakes win- 
ner Willie K. and to the winners Supervisor and 
Rogue’s Gold), by *Sir Greysteel, out of *Rogue, 
by Roquelaure, was a disappointment to the 
writer. When we saw this colt as a foal along 
with his dam last year the impression was gained 
that he would grow into a magnificent horse, 
but instead he is gangling and awkward and mav 
require considerable time in his handling and 
education. 

A lightly made but very classy looking one is 
the brown filly by *Johren out of Margarette 
Martin, a winning daughter of *Bezant, out of 
Grandess (dam of three winners and sister to 
Bitsy Bee), by Cesarion. 

One that will do, very racy looking, with ex- 
cellent bone, is the bay filly by *Johren, out of 
Artistic, by Dick Finnell, she out of the stakes 
winner Gold Mine (dam of Sir Sidney, Lucky Hit 
and Flood Control and half-sister to Han d’Or, 
winner Latonia Derby), by *Woolsthorpe. 

An upstanding, rugged, well made, durable 
brown colt is the half-brother to Pop Bell (13 
wins), and Tempestuous, by Prince of Bourbon 
out of *Rough Weather (half-sister to Jolly 
Butcher, Stormville and Astree), by Oppressor. 

The chestnut colt by *Johren out of the young 
mare War Tidings, a winner, by St. Henry, and 
she out of *War News (dam of the winners 
*Venus and Paragraph), by *Spanish Prince II, 
is a smooth one of medium size and great quality. 

Some breeder with an Ultimus horse should by 
all means buy the brown filly by Zeus, out of Belle 
Isle, a winning daughter of *Bezant, out of Good 
Shot, by Martimas. This filly is of the proper 
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type for a broodmare. With the exception that 
she is yet small, she is good everywhere. 


The bay filly by *Johren out of Falconette 
(half-sister to Heroine), by Zeus, out of Hawk- 
lette, by *Hawkswick, is neat and well-turned 
and has good size. 


The half-brother to Happy Hanly, a chestnut 
colt by *Johren out of Miss Agnes, a winner, by 
Marathon, she out of Natalie D., by *Ben Strome, 
has plenty of substance, good bone, is rugged 
and short coupled. 


One of the few yearlings by *Hourless to go 
to the sales this year will be the bay or brown 
colt out of Santana (dam of the winner Border 
Chief and of Princess Poppy, dam of Princess 
Donna and Light Foot Don), by *The Curragh. 
This is a good colt, with good bone and proper 
finish. 

Mr. Meacham showed us a brown filly by Swin- 
burne out of Doric (dam of Hengist and Tommy 
Doyle), by *Sain. He bought her at the dis- 
persal sale of the late George J. Long’s Bashford 
Manor horses at Louisville last May 9, and it is 
his intention to keep her as a broodmare. Her 
third dam was the great race mare Yorkville 
Belle, and her fourth, of course, was the cele- 
brated Thora, by Longfellow. He has in the young 
mare Thora Belle, by *Rouleau, out of Latifa, by 
Hamburg, a relative of this yearling, since 
Latifa is the dam of Doric. Thora Belle has an 
attractive bay colt foal by St. Henry. Mr. 
Meacham’s mares and foals all look good. He 
has a brown colt by My Play out of Star Stone, 
a chestnut colt by *Carlaris, out of Artistic, and 
a bay filly by *Pot au Feu, out of Margarette 
Martin, that will do to show anybody. He has 
another attractive brown filly foal, the same be- 
ing by *Ambassador IV, out of Grandess, by 
Cesarion. 


FOALS BY *AMBASSADOR IV. 


During the morning we had time to run over 
to Mr. J. H. White’s Herbert Stud and there we 
saw *Ambassador IV and five others of his get. 
*Ambassador IV, as you know, is a shy breeder, 
and it was for this reason that Arthur B. Han- 
cock put him out of the Claiborne Stud and made 
a deal with the Hopkinsville breeders. Mr. White 
told us that the first season, 1929, *Ambassador 
IV was ridden 1,200 miles in 100 days, and he 
had 16 mares from which he got seven foals, 
One of these mares was Rogers Caldwell’s Tus- 
cany (grandam of Hi-Jack), by *Rock Sand. 
She had not had a foal in four years and after 
having been once mated with *Ambassador IV, 
as remarkable as it is, she has at foot a mag- 
nificent brown colt, which came late in June and 


in the first days of July she was bred back to 
the same horse. 


The other foals by *Ambassador IV are brown 
filly from Poppy Princess, brown colt from Mar- 
jorie Mai, very like his sire, brown colt from The 
Basketeer, and chestnut colt from Lady Scrog- 
gins. This is the first chestnut ever to have 
been sired by *Ambassador IV. He has been 
dominant in bays or browns. Mr. White, how- 
ever, declares that there is no possibility of 
doubt as to the parentage of this colt. His dam 
is a chestnut mare. Mr. White showed us a very 
smooth, good looking black yearling colt by 
*White Satin out of Lady Scroggins, which he is 
sending to Saratoga along with four others, 
namely: brown filly by *White Satin, out of Tag, 
brown colt by *White Satin, out of Kiwanah, 
brown filly by St. Henry, out of Marjorie Mai, 


and bay colt by *Spanish Prince II, out of Bon- 
nie Bonero. 

He also showed us two very good looking 
yearling colts, the property of Willard Mack, 
the celebrated writer, actor and producer. One 
is a bay colt by Infinite, out of Abyss, and the 
other is a brown colt by *White Satin, out of 
Miss Oertel. They are shortly to be sent away 
to be broken. At Mr. White’s establishment we 
also saw the stallions *White Satin and *Ken- 
tucky II. This is the first season for the latter 
horse. 

At Sominco Farms we also saw the stallions 
*Johren and Blondin, both under lease to Mr. 
Meacham from Harry Payne Whitney and both 
in good condition after their season’s work. 

The yearlings are to be shipped from Hopkins- 
ville on August 1. 

Our time was limited and we did not have an 
opportunity to get over to the establishments of 
Messrs. Lucien Moseley, Henry Altsheler, B. P. 
Eubanks and T. W. Garnett, but we were in- 
formed by both Messrs. Meacham and White 
that some splendid individuals from these estab- 
lishments will come up for sale at Saratoga. 
Those from Mr. Moseley’s establishment are be- 
ing sold on the second night of Mr. Hancock’s 
sale, while the others are to be sold on the night 
of Monday, August 11. The dean of the Hopkins- 
ville breeders, Dr. W. W. Williams, was not at 
home, being on a visit to his brother in Tennes- 
see, but we hope to see him, as usual, at Saratoga. 


TO SCOTLAND FARM. 


N the way back to Lexington from Hopkins- 

ville, we stopped in at Scotland Farm, the 
home of Colonel C. W. Hay, general manager of 
the Washington Park track. Scotland is in 
Franklin County just a few miles west of Frank- 
fort. It is a well-appointed breeding establish- 
ment, headquarters for *Paicines and his son, 
Sir Peter, both of which stallions were shown to 
us by Houston Thompson, a colored groom of 
more than usual ability. These sires look well 
after their services this season. Sir Peter is a 
heavier boned horse than is his sire. 

There are six yearlings at Scotland which will 
go to Saratoga to be sold at the Fasig-Tipton 
Co.’s auction on the night of August 21. These 
yearlings were brought out for inspection and 
we asked Mr. Sutcliffe to take a picture of the 
bay colt by *Paicines from the grey mare Ave 
Russell (dam of the stakes winner Ramoneur, 
and the winners Plaudel. Vanderburg, Bee Bee 
and Scotland Belle), by Russell sire of the dam 
of Wise Counsellor. Ave Russell is half-sister 
to *Tinkle, dam of the stakes winner McTinkle 
and the winners Brass Band. Montague, Rasola 
(dam of William P.), Lady Ward (23 wins and 
dam of Jumbo) and Babe (winner and dam of 
Baby Grand, stakes winner of 29 races and sire) 
and Ima Baby. This is a very smooth colt of 
good size, good bone, racy-looking and quite 
sensible. 

Two others by *Paicines are the bay colt out 
of Attilla, by Tea Caddy and the bay colt out of 
Mervinia, by *Wrack. Attilla was a winner and 
is half-sister to the winners Snow Man, Princess 
Lou and Billy Beer. Her colt is a good chunk 
with good action and is said to be an excellent 
paddock runner. He looks as if he is a sure 
winner. This same can be said regarding the 
Mervinia colt. He is not large, but he has a lot 
of quality, and since his dam is a half-sister to 
Jack High, both being out of Priscilla, by *Star 
Shoot, he is bound to attract more than ordinary 
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attention. Priscilla was a winner and is also the 
dam of Cash, John Alden and St. Prisca. 

A good-looking, blocky chestnut colt is by 
*Spanish Prince II out of Automatic, a winning 
daughter of Ormondale, out of Smoothbore (dam 
of the winner Long Island and of Nell McChord, 
dam of St. Henell), by *Ogden. 

A chestnut colt of good size and more than 
ordinary strength and substance is by Noah, out 
of Dick’s Daughter (winner and dam of the win- 
ners Catlettsburg and Belle Rive, and sister to 
Little Betty), by Dick Finnell. 

A medium-sized filly, well made, with a good 
head and neck and the best of feet and legs, is 
the brown daughter of *Hourless from Koster 
Girl (winner and dam of the winners Croatan, 
Finnster and Gipsy Girl and half-sister to the 
winners *Way of an Eagle, Gipsy Lad, Gipsy 
Flyer and Hillside), by *Maintenant. 


TO HANOVER STUD. 


OM BROWN YOUNG, who in partnership 
with his brother Jack S. Young operates 
the Hanover Stud, located at the corner of the 
Newtown and Iron Works Pikes, near Lexington, 
asked us to go out with him to see the five 
yearlings he and his brother are sending to Sara- 
toga to be sold in the evening of Thursday, 
August 14, which is also the date for the dispersal 
of the Xalapa Farm yearlings. It is always a 
pleasure to look over horses in company with this 
versatile son of the late Colonel Milton Young, 
master of McGrathiana Stud, one of the best 
posted among the successful pioneer breeders of 
Thoroughbred horses for the public. 


The first we saw was a bay colt by Eternal 
out of Miss Elsie (half-sister to Little Clair, win- 
ner of 24 races), by Jack Atkin, she out of Gold 
Elsie, a daughter of Susanna Gray, by the famous 
race horse Faraday. Susanna Gray was a half- 
sister to Janet Gray, dam of Lee Harrison II, win- 
ner of 27 races, and of nine other winners, includ- 
ing the good horse Chicago Lad. The next dam, 
Barbara Gray, was by Duke of Montrose and was 
bred in McGrathiana Stud. She was half-sister 
to Lady Hope and Ellangowan, from which de- 
scend Cock o’ the Walk, John Smulski, McKee, 
Bud Lerner, Chalmers, Martingale, Korbly, Land- 
seer and Top o’ th’ Morning. This is a very 
attractive colt and should make someone an early 
money winner. 


Next was brought out a bay gelding by Bos- 
tonian from Faithful Friend (a winner and half- 
sister to Wise Counsellor), by Ballot, out of 
Rustle (stakes winner and also dam of the win- 
ners Thoughtreader, Marasmus and Roldgold), 
by Russell. This gelding looks very much like 
Peter Pan, and when he walks he has action 
very much like that celebrated sire. Bostonian’s 
dam, Yankee Maid, is a daughter of Peter Pan. 

A very attractive, sturdy bay colt, with a dis- 
play of fine quality is an own brother to French 
Brigade, by *Pot au Feu, out of Shirley Louise, 
hv *Light Brigade. The second dam is Brigan- 
tine, by Ben Brush and the next is *Stheno, by 
Pioneer. 

The well made bay filly which looks like a 
racing prospect is by Dominant, out of Great 
Waters, a winning daughter of Great Britain, 
from *Aquamarine, by Verdun, she out of the 
French stakes winner Bain de Mer. 

A brown filly by *Chicle out of Beckon, by 
*Troutbeck, is an extra good individual, indicat- 
ing high class and should sell well. Her dam is 
the dam of Shy Hare, and she is out of Bonsetta 
(dam of eight winners), by *Masetto, the next

dam being Bon Bon, own sister to Hanover and 
to Kentucky Belle II, third dam of Chilhowee. 


TO LARCHMONT STUD. 

FTER we had seen the yearlings at Hanover 

Stud, Tom Young and I decided that a good 
place to go would be Larchmont Stud to see our 
old friend Sanford C. Lyne and his horses. The 
youngest old man, or the oldest young man, in 
the ranks of the breeders in Kentucky, which 
ever way you please to put it, was occupying a 
comfortable seat with two of his daughters on 
the coolest front porch in the State, and he at 
once went with us out into the big front field 
where a group of mares and foals had just 
been given their oats in the troughs. 


It was quite a sight to see the foals compe- 
tently taking care of themselves alongside their 
dams. Mr. Lyne pointed out each one. The 
“boss of the bunch” is Polly Connelly. She has 
a grand bay filly by Hephaistos. Daisy Platt 
has a smart chestnut filly by the same sire. 
Paulina, by *Wormleighton, has a grand bay colt, 
with the straightest of legs and a fine way of 
moving, by Hephaistos. Little Polly (dam of Sis 
Agnes), has a wonderful looking grey filly by 
Keiv, and another by the same sire is a bay 
filly from Norther, dam of French Lass. Little 
Polly is a very attractive mare of the Hanover 
type. A bay filly by Cherokee, out of Anna Lee, 
by Watervale, has a great deal of character, and 
Mr. Lyne thinks possibly more than any of her 
sex he ever bred. Two other attractive fillies 
by Hephaistos is a chestnut, out of Betty Haynes, 
the dam of Dr. Fred, and a bay from Grace 
Harban. Two nice fillies by Mereworth Stud 
sires are bays, one by Swinburne, from Lillian 
Mae B., by Uncle, and the other by *Axenstein, 
out of Lady de Jarnette, by *Peep o’ Day. 

There are 11 foals at Larchmont this year and 
only one is a colt. We do not know of any other 
breeder who has so great a percentage of fillies 
for this season. That may or may not be bad 
luck, depending entirely on future events, but as 
a usual thing in America colts bring more money 
than do fillies. The matter, however, is not dis- 
turbing Mr. Lyne any. He has been long enough 
on this earth to know that the laws of average 
govern everything. 

After we had seen the mares and foals we went 
up to the big barn to see the yearlings, and Mr. 
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Lyne discovered a leak in his water tank. In a 
droughty time like this such a condition would 
ordinarily be alarming, but Mr. Lyne very quietly 
told a couple of the men where to get materials 
and how to put on a stoppage until the plumber 
could arrive. There is plenty of water at Larch- 
mont, and it is good. It is pumped from a never- 
failing spring. The overflow from the spring 
feeds a creek, which runs through the pastures. 


We saw seven yearlings, only two of which are 
going to Saratoga. They will be sold on the 
night of Wednesday, August 20, when the con- 
signments from the establishments of the Maple- 
ton Stud and Carr & Piatt are to be sold. One 
of these is a chestnut filly by Star Master out 
of Grace Harban (dam of the winners Time’s 
Up, Catherine Douglas, Mary Connors, Harbin- 
ger and Lucky Nancy), by Duke of Ormonde, 
she out of Brandon Belle, dam of the winners 
Anna Tod, Sentiment, Milford, Three D’s, and 
Round Up. This is a smart filly and, as Mr. 
Lyne remarked, she reminds one somewhat of 
the fillies Wood Clay used to race. The other is 
a bay colt by Hephaistos, out of Polly Connelly 
(dam of the winners Little Polly, Newmarket, 
Steinway, Festic, and Pretty Polly), by Disguise, 
and she out of Pirate Polly (a stakes winner and 
dam of the winners Skeets, 28 wins, Dr. Larrick, 
19 wins, Allan Gold, Larchmont and Polly Leigh- 
ton), by *Pirate of Penzance. Pirate Polly was 
own sister to the stakes winner Polly Prim, dam 
of Goldcrest Boy, 33 wins, Mistress Polly 19 
wins, Peter Prim, High Class and Belle. Little 
Polly in addition to being the dam of Sis Agnes 
is also the dam of the winner Negopoli. This 
colt is one of the best we have seen this year, 
and he is certain to be in strong request at Sara- 
toga. Mr. Lyne says he believes he is the best 
horse he has ever raised. 


Hephaistos is by *Vulcain out of Neva W. 
(dam of Sunny Slope), by Rey del Sierras, she 
out of Fonsetta, by Fonso, the next dam Laura T. 
by Lelaps. Hephaistos was a good race horse 
and is breeding well. Mr. Lyne showed us a 
chestnut colt by him from Little Polly, by *Friz- 
zle, and therefore an own brother to Sis Agnes, 
which he has recently sold to Graham Brown of 
Louisville. This is a very attractive horse and 
looks much like McChesney did, but he is not 
near so good a horse as is the colt which is to 
go to Saratoga. Other yearlings by Hephaistos 
are a bay filly out of Lillian Mae B. A bay 
filly out of Rinda (a sister to Dr. Leggo and 
dam of Old Callie). A bay filly out of Bess Mc- 
Cann, by *Wormleighton, and a bay colt, out of 
Lady de Jarnette. This colt is blemished. He 
got his hind shins through a fence and scarred 
them up a bit, but he is certain to race. 

The three fillies which are to stay at home 
are good smooth individuals and should make 
good broodmares. 


TO WALNUT HOME. 


NE hot morning last week we rode out to W. 

Lee Nutter’s Walnut Home Farm, on the 
Georgetown-Payne’s Depot pikes, and found him 
sitting in the shade of a big tree in front of the 
house with a silver pitcher full of iced spring 
water and a big cigar in the ever present amber 
holder. We joined him in a drink of water and 
then inspected his yearlings. First shown was 
a brown filly by General Thatcher out of Dan- 
dilly (dam of the recent winner Frances Sey- 
mour), by Delhi, the next dam Hannah (dam of 
the winner Rockabye and half-sister to the stakes 


winner Pastoral Swain, 26 wins), by The Picket. 
This is a good individual and is the property of 
Messrs. Nutter and Thos. Piatt. They also are 
the owners of the flashy chestnut filly of extra 
good size and conformation by Gnome out of 
Evening Song, a winning daughter of Hamburg, 
which has produced the winners Well Known, 
Twilight Song, Valero and Sonatina (dam of 
the stakes winner Princess Tina and the winners 
Sonata and Donnatina). Evening Song is a half- 
sister to the stakes winner Angelus, and they 
are out of the stakes winner Vespers (dam of 
nine winners), by Himyar. These two are to 
be sold with the yearlings from the establish- 
ments of Messrs. Carr & Piatt, the evening of 
Wednesday, August 20. 

The next four we saw are the joint property 
of Coldstream Stud and Mr. Nutter. They are: 

Bay colt (brother to My Glen) by My Play— 
Glen Lass, by Trap Rock, next dam Limerick 
Lass (winner and dam of Blabber), by Celt, 
therefore own sister to Irish Abbess and to Jane 
Cowl. 


Chestnut colt by My Play—Blankita (half- 
sister to Hattie Will Do and Hal Wright), by 
*Star Shoot. The next dam Hattie Mac (sister 
to the Masquerader, 22 wins, and Costumer), by 
*Ogden. 

Chestnut colt (half-brother to The Colonel’s 
Lady, Julieanne, Black Elm and El Astro) by 
*Pot au Feu—Elmaha, by *Ogden, next dam 
Blue Grass (dam of six winners and half-sister 
to Delft), by Hamburg, she out of the great 
mare Blue Girl, by Sir Dixon. 

Bay filly (half-sister to Sweet Polly and Mole 
Hill), by My Play from Clover (sister to Yoshimi, 
21 wins, Coquina, 23 wins, and Goldfield), by 
Ballot, next dam the stakes winner Gold Lady 
(dam of six winners), by *Goldcrest. 

These are to be sold in the evening of Thurs- 
day, August 7. The Glen Lass colt is a big, ro- 
bust fellow. The Blankita colt is even heavier 
and a much better individual. Chestnut is the 
line color for his sire’s family. The Elmaha colt 
is extra good, really one of the best that will be 
offered at the Spa this market. He is a colt of great 
finish, very level and sensible and has the look 
of a race horse such as one would expect from 
his breeding. The filly from Clover is a grand 
individual and is sure to run. The writer’s prefer- 
ence for her is above either of the colts by My 
Play. 

Mr. Nutter next exhibited the chestnut colt by 
Sweep On—-Mary Hunter (dam of the winners 
American Soldier, Dr. Ed Keefer, Mary Hume 
and Cat Bird, dam of Kid North), by Orison, 
she out of Custance (winner and producer), by 
Hanover. This is a fair colt, with nothing at all 
the matter with him, but would not do for Sara- 
toga, and Mr. Nutter has wisely decided to keep 
him at home. 

An extra good brown colt by Bradley’s Toney 
out of Firewater, a winning sister to Chief Uncas, 
by *Omar Khayyam, out of *Dark Water (also 
dam of Rising Rock, Wee Georgia, Tarn, Ramo, 
Black Sea and the stakes winner Current), by 
Dark Ronald, the next dam being Doonwater, by 
Ayrshire, is the property of C. E. Durnell, and 
is to be broken and trained. Mr. Durnell bred 
him and he was foaled at Walnut Home. 

Mr. Nutter had that morning sent to market 
several truck loads of heavy hogs and was ar- 
ranging to market a big bunch of beef cattle. 
He has, until the last four or five years, devoted 
his time and attention largely to breeding cattle, 
sheep and hogs and has been quite successful in 
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the livestock enterprise. He has a splendidly 
equipped farm; has a good organization and gives 
his horses extra good care and attention. Right 
now a new water system is being inaugurated in 
addition to the present supply, all of which comes 
from springs on the farm. 


TO BROOKDALE FARM. 


T is the practice on Kentucky Farms to keep 

yearlings up during the heat of the day and 
to turn them out just about sundown to let them 
run out all night and coming in early in the 
morning. We went out to Thomas Piatt’s Brook- 
dale Farm and to the adjoining establishment of 
Messrs. John D. Carr & Brother, on the Spurr 
Pike, one afternoon last week, and in company 
with Messrs. Carr and Piatt, who have distin- 
guished themselves as among the foremost breed- 
ers in America, we saw the colts and fillies which 
are to go from those establishments to Saratoga 
to be sold. Including the bay colt by Bunting— 
Lady Moon’et, property of the estate of the late 
William E. Walsh, there are 36 to go to the auc- 
tions for the night of Wednesday, August 20, 
from the two farms, and then there are eight, the 
property of Alex B. Gordon, which are to be sold 
Friday evening, August 8. 


Mr. Piatt showed us seven of the get of Upset 
at his place, as follows: Chestnut colt from Gala- 
fin, by The Finn, out of Galanta; bay colt from 
Mistress Quickly (dam of Three-Sixty, Quick- 
view, Quesada and Two-Sixty), by Nasturtium; 
bay colt from Anglum Maid (a winner and own 
sister to Lathrop), by Dick Finnell; bay filly 
(sister to Valdosta) from Ednaris (dam of Edna 
Cook and Buntaris), by Ednam; bay colt (broth- 
er to Grecian Beauty) from Ionia (winner and 
dam of the stakes winner Thrace and the winners 
Little Jimmy, Aunt Laura, Footmark and Won- 
derful, and sister to five winners), by *Martinet; 
chestnut colt (half-brother to Saddle Skirts) 
from *The Huron III, by McKinley, out of *Per- 
petuana (dam of three winners), by Maintenon; 
chestnut filly from Starcadia (dam of the win- 
ners Star View, Red Legs, Delcadia and May 
Star, dam of the winners Delco Light, Betty Star 
and Hornsby), by *Star Shoot. The Galafin colt 
is a good one, neatly made, is like Misstep in his 
manners, but it appears that he will be a larger 
horse than the Le Mar Stock Farm’s famous 
campaigner. The Mistress Quickly colt has plen- 
ty of size and is certain to run. Anglum Maid’s 
colt is a very smooth individual. The Ednaris 
filly is smart, and attractive. The Iona colt is a 
very toppy individual. *The Huron III’s colt is 
a big fellow with good bone and exceptionally 
good feet and leaves one with the impression that 
he is the result of a very proper mating. The 
Starcadia filly is a good one. 

By Bunting, Mr. Piatt has a bay colt from Mrs. 
Mc (winner of 20 races and dam of the winners 
Just a Toy, Billie W. and Irish Holiday, sister 
to James Mc. and half-sister to the stakes win- 
ner Righteasy, 42 wins), by Cesarion; chestnut 
colt from Dinah Did (dam of the stakes winner 
Dinah Did Upset and the winners Jack of Clubs 
and Bellarion and sister to the winner and pro- 
ducer Codina), by Colin; a bay filly from Nova 
Scotia (dam of the winners Rues, No Good At 
All, *Mrs. Moore, *Rusovia and Dia Novia), by 
St. Frusquin; bay filly from *Allivan (a winner 
and dam of the American Derby winner Windy 
City and also the winner Twenty-one Sixty and 
half-sister to Amole, winner Louisiana Derby), 
by Radium; a bay filly (sister to Wacker Drive) 


from Bonnie Carrie (winner and also dam of the 
winners Carol, Earl Pool, Astrolite, Gen. Ginockio 
and Carrie Up, and half-sister to the winner May 
Maid, dam of three winners), by *Ogden; and a 
bay colt from Patsy Lee (dam of the winners 
Watch On, Miss Lee, La Co-Ed and Onceagain 
and sister to the winner Delhi Girl), by Delhi. 
Mrs. Mc’s son is a big fellow with considerable 
character and of speedy appearance. Dinah 
Did’s colt is extra good. He carries a double 
cross of Hamburg and seems to reflect the Han- 
over that is in him. Nova Scotia’s filly is small, 
but neat. The *Allivan filly is extra good. This 
filly is bred somewhat like Marguerite, the dam 
of Gallant Fox, inasmuch as she is by Bunting, 
a Commando horse, out of a daughter of Radium. 
Marguerite is a daughter of Celt, a Commando 
horse, also out of a daughter of Radium. Bonnie 
Carrie’s filly is an extra good one. The Patsy 
Lee colt is an attractive individual with good 
lines and a fine disposition. 

Macaw’s first are now yearlings and Mr. Piatt 
is sending two by him—an extra good bay colt, 
marked quite like Gallant Fox, out of Lina Clark 
(winner and dam of the winners Turn Over and 
Lillian Tobin and sister to the winners Prima 
Donna and Kyrock), by Delhi; and a chestnut 
colt out of *Palestra (stakes winner and dam of 
the winners Highland Chief, Crepe Satin and 
Stealaway), by *Prince Palatine. This is one 
of the top colts in this consignment. 


A highly attractive dark bay or brown colt 
with an excellent head, proper neck, good barrel, 
good feet and legs, a good walker and very 
handy is by *Master Charlie, out of *Humanita- 
rian (dam of the winners Moultrie, Greendale 
and Clemence), by Ecouen. The next dam *Red 
Cross IV, is the dam of Humanity, dam of the 
great mare Sweetheart. 

A rugged bay colt is by Gnome from Winnie O’ 
Wynn (a winner) by Dick Finnell, out of *Dia- 
mond Grain (dam of the winners Diamond Dale, 
Brilliant Star, Diamond Dick, Eunice Bailey, 
Double Rainbow, Grierson and Subway Tube) by 
Fowling-Piece. 

A very fine bay filly, with a few grey roan 
hairs, and as nearly perfect as they come, is by 
Transmute, out of Gold Mine (a stakes winner 
and dam of the winners Sir Sidney, Lucky Hit and 
Flood Control, and half-sister to Han d’Or, win- 
ner Latonia Derby), by *Woolsthorpe. 

A very neat, racy looking bay filly, one that 
will do for early achievements, is the daughter 
of Prince Pal, from Oriental (half-sister to Nim- 
rod), by Delhi. 

An extra good bay filly is the half-sister to 
Ginger, by General Thatcher, out of Lucky Wave 
(also dam of the winners Highbridge, Breakaway 
and Florence Kranz and of Drift, dam of the 
winners Lucky Drift and Shadowy), by Cunard, 
out of the famous old mare Run of Luck. 

The chestnut colt (half-brother to Morsun), 
by *Honeywood out of Sun Caris (sister to Sun 
Magic and half-sister to Mamola), by *Sun Briar, 
is a good individual, and if looks count for any- 
thing is a sure winner. 

Seven of the eight owned by Alex B. Gordon 
are by *Master Charlie and the other is by 
Macaw. The *Master Charlies are a bay colt 
out of Anna Gosey, a young daughter of *Golden 
Broom; a bay filly (half-sister to the stakes 
winner Teak) out of Fricassee (dam of Gerfal- 
con, Canistar and Rayo), by *Frizzle; bay colt 
(brother to Joanne E.) from Sue Donovan (a 
stakes winner and also dam of The Dipper), by 
Black Toney; bay filly from Tulwar (winner and 
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dam of May Agnes K., and sister to the stakes 
winner Pas Seul, and the winner Pekoe, dam of 
Manchu), by *Light Brigade; bay colt from 
Phyllis Louise (winner and sister to the stakes 
‘winner Young Martin), by Sir Martin; bay filly 
from Tea Room (dam of the winners Martini, In 
The Bag and Best Friend), by *Star Shoot, out 
of Tea Enough, a daughter of the famous pro- 
ducing mare Tea’s Over; and bay filly from Our 
Margie (half-sister to Billiken and Smithers), by 
*North Star III. The Sue Donovan colt is the 
most attractive of these *Master Charlies. He is 
a handy one that is as tough as a pine knot and 
would race forever, apparently. The pick of the 
consignment, however, is the chestnut colt by 
Macaw out of *Antoinette (winner of 16 races 
and dam of the stakes winner Bocartone and the 
winners Donnetta, Nettie Stone, Reproduce and 
Marettea), by Santoi. This is a very powerful 
colt with an abundance of bone, beautifully made, 
and is certain to sell well. 


TO THE CARR FARM. 


T Mr. Carr’s Farm we saw 15 head, five of 

which are by Bunting, they being the bay 
colt (brother to Fiala) from *Sweet Blossom 
(also dam of Porridge), by Florist; bay filly 
(sister to Mighty Cute) from Lady Davis (dam 
of Kitty Carpenter, winner and producer, and of 
Upset Lad, winner of the Florida Derby), by 
Sweep; chestnut filly from Mineral (dam of Cop- 
perhead, Captain Schneller, Myrrh, Joan Grier 
and Burlap), by Ormondale; bay filly from Cap- 
tious (dam of Orbit and Sixty), by Ormondale; 
and bay colt from Lady Moon’et (winner and 
dam of the stakes winners Worthmore and Ace 
High, and likewise of the winner Toomuch), by 
Dick Welles, out of Moon’et, dam of the stakes 
winners Jack Hare Jr. and Tom Hare Jr., and 
the winners Golden Dreams, Ray Jr., and Cutit- 
out. *Sweet Blossom’s son is a grand individual; 
the filly out of Lady Davis is a good one; Min- 
eral’s filly is very flashy, quite like the Han- 
overs in color and conformation and should be 
good in any company. The Captious filly is one 
of good quality and the Lady Moon’et colt is 
very good, smooth and well made and looks the 
part of a race horse. 

There are four the get of Macaw. An excep- 
tionally nice horse is the black colt out of Play 
Fair (dam of the winners Poor Sport, Violet B., 
U Play and the stakes winner Cheops), by Fair 
Play. A rugged bay colt of the Peter Pan type 
and very like that famous sire, is out of Lady 
Jeanette, by Delhi, she out of the winner May 
Maid (dam of the winners Black Baby, Majuba, 
Knockabout and Billy Bozo and half-sister to 
Bonnie Carrie, dam of Wacker Drive), by Yankee. 
A well made, smart bay filly with a command- 
ing walk, is out of Jane Green (dam of the win- 
ners Green Back and Green Flag), by Dick Fin- 
nell. The other is a smart looking, lightly made 
bay filly from Scrub Lady (dam of Lady Le 
Comte), by Broomstick. 

There are two fillies by Upset, a very nice bay 
out of Morion (dam of Delmor, Flapper Girl and 
Colonel Sprague), by Helmet; and a good, strong, 
well made chestnut filly out of Midnight (dam 
of Little Bat, Lower Five and Blue Diamond), 
by Uncle. 

The bay colt by Chilhowee out of *Dublin Mary 
(dam of Tipperary Tim), by Poussin (winner of 
the Ascot Derby and other races), is a very 
shapely individual with an abundance of sub- 
stance. A good looking individual is the half- 
brother to Morsel, a bay colt by *Master Charlie, 


out of Sweet Bun, by Escoba. Morsel is a stakes 
winner and the second dam, Crossbun, by Peter 
Pan, was also a stakes winner. 

When the bay colt by *Bright Knight from 
Dismiss, by *Ogden was led out, Mr. Carr re- 
marked: “That colt is as nice as I ever raised, 
and, of course, he had to get his leg through a 
fence.’”’ He carries a scar on the near hind shin 
as the result of his having kicked through the 
fence at something else in the next paddock, but 
that, Dr. Hagyard says, will not interfere with 
his racing. Dismiss was a winner and is dam of 
the winners Dream Star, Parting Way and Nica- 
rauga and of Dispute, dam of Tiff and of Mirth- 
ful, dam of Laughing Eyes and Glee Club. 

A chestnut filly of the Hanover type, and 
quite a good one, is by *Galetian out of *Farce 
(dam of Comedy, Farceur and Comical and half- 
sister to *Durbar II, winner of the English Der- 
by, etc.), by *Rire aux Larmes. The next dam 
was Armenia, by *Meddler, and she out of the 
great mare Urania (stakes winner and dam of 
eight winners), by Hanover, from the champion 
mare Wanda. 

When we had finished the inspection at Mr. 
Carr’s we went back to Mr. Piatt’s and had some 
water from a new spring he has opened on the 
property and of which, he is, in this droughty 
weather, proud as any kid with a pair of new 
top boots. The drought in Kentucky has caused 
many land owners to go poking about the prop- 
erty in order to find hitherto unrequired water, 
and this new spring at Mr. Piatt’s place, which 
was opened after a blast and is now walled in 
with concrete, is capable of watering his entire 
farm if that should be necessary. He already 
had a good water system on the property.

accommodations! Listen to this about Ascot, 
from The Daily Herald (London): ‘Wonderful as 
Ascot undoubtedly is it is by no means perfect 
as yet. One heard a good deal of grumbling on 
Gold Cup day about the lack of actual stand 
accommodation for those who had paid £3 ($15) 
for grand stand and paddock badges? 

“As a matter of fact there was only stand ac- 
commodation for about a thousand of these badge 
holders; the rest had to make their own grand 
stands on the seats on the lawns. It was impos- 
sible for these people to see more than half a 
mile of the race. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the seeing accommo- 
dation on the grand stand is taken up by private 
boxes, the meanest of which realises over a hun- 
dred guineas ($500) for the meeting (4 days). 

“The rebuilding of the Ascot grand stand has 
been talked about for over 20 years. I under- 
stand that funds are being accumulated for the 
purpose, although these may now have to be di- 
verted to the provision of totalisator buildings.”

He has sold 
cheaply some of his horses as yearlings, at the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s Saratoga paddocks, 
notably Ned O., to G. W. (Buck) Forman for 
$3,000; Peanuts, winner of $96,915, to R. L. 
Gerry for $2,100; Gaffsman, winner of $90,000, 
to the Messrs. Seagram for $2,200; Little Chief 


to the late Samuel C. Hildreth for $10,500, and 
he won the Travers, Tijuana Cup, Brooklyn Han- 
dicap and many other races, gaining a total of 
$88,171. Then there is Petee-Wrack, with a 
credit of $94,500 and still racing for John R. 
Macomber. Quatrain, Cyclops, William Tell and 
numerous others are included in the group sold 
from Belair Stud Since 1918 to earn a total of 
$990,000. 

The Belair sale coming is set for Thursday, 
August 7, in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s sched- 
ule. Woodward will offer 12 or 13 budding racers, 
among them colts by Chatterton, *Wrack and 
General Lee, and fillies by General Lee and Aga 
Khan. One of the Chatterton colts was foaled 
by Blue Moss, a daughter of *Wrack and the 
French-bred mare *Mousse des Bois. Blue Moss, 
a winner now at stud service, is a sister to the 
winners Misnomer and Sea Moss, and a half-sis- 
ter to Sarmatian and Barn Dollar. One of the 
*Wrack colts is from Plaisance (daughter of 
*Light Brigade and Pleasant Puss), a sister to 
Forward Pass and half-sister to Colonel Baker 
and Birdcatcher. The General Lee colt is from 
Dorothy West, a daughter of *Wrack and *La 
Deliverance, hence a half-sister to Fair Game, 
Marconi, Amberjack and Abuben Ahdem. Mar- 
coni won a Lawrence Realization. 

One of General Lee’s fillies is from Arrowshaft, 
she a half-sister of the famous Heno and dam of 
William Tell, Evil, Ravanna and Economist. An- 
other is from Parthia, a young daughter of *Omar 
Khayyan and Parthenis.

ERE is a letter from Judge William Woodard 

now serving at Vancouver, B. C., in a man- 
ner which is being highly commended by the 
press of the country. This is written in Judge 
Woodard’s meaty style, and we are sure it will 
prove interesting and entertaining: 

“This is the most wonderful climate I ever 
saw—no flies, mosquitoes nor any pests. A real 
hot day here is 85 degrees; about 65 is the aver- 
age temperature. Horses do fine; the feed is 
great; best hay grown, and the water is melted - 
snow that comes down from the mountain tops. 
There are a lot of horses around Kentucky in 
the way, not earning a penny, that would do 
good here. The races are strictly on the level; 
everybody treated alike. The starter is a corker. 
He is as good as any. The jockeys are a dandy 
bunch. They are sober and want to do right. 
Of course, they know that is the only way they 
can ride here. I know several boys here who 
should have real stables to ride for. The horses 
could be improved upon, but the form of the 
races is good. I am glad to be here. Of course, 
this racing every other week makes expenses 
great, but all in all it is a good place to be when 
it is 95 in the shade, and no shade in Bootland.

McLean’s Toro broke down in the Arlington 
Handicap and will be retired to the stud at Bel- 
mont Plantations, Virginia. 

E. B. McLean’s Jock gave a thrilling finish 
when he just lasted to win by a nose in the Lake 
Villa Purse on Monday, from Mrs. K. E. Hitt’s 
Hot Toddy. B’ar Hunter from Colonel E. R. 
Bradley’s string ran a fast 5 1-2 furlongs in 
1:05 3-5, to win easily over Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Out Bound, on Tuesday. 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s sturdy campaigner, 
Sun Beau, displayed a handy performance in the 
Gallant Purse on Wednesday, when Jockey L. 
Schaefer rated him back of Brown Wisdom, 
which set a fast pace, and then in the final 
drive wore the Reichert colt down to win easily, 
covering the mile in 1:36 1-5. W. C. & E. W. 
Reichert’s My Dandy won by a head over Pansy 
Walker in a six furlongs event, the time for 
which was 1:10 4-5, the feature race on Thurs- 
day. On Friday Shady Brook Farm Stable’s 
Pittsburgher, a 2-year-old son of Baby Grand, 
was disqualified for interfering with Upright and 
Birthday Gift, thus awarding the purse to Up- 
right, Donalvaro and Birthday Gift. There were 
nine other youngsters in the race. The Modesty 
Purse, run on Friday, for 3-year-olds and up- 
wards, fillies and mares, was won by Audley 
Farm’s Nellie Custis, and Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Velenciennes was second. 7 

J. E. Widener’s Arc Light easily won the North 
Shore Steeplechase from Valorous and four oth- 
ers, covering the 2 miles in 4:00. High Foot, 
showing good form and racing as much the best, 
won over Dark Entry, Uncle Luther and who 
Win, all 3-year-olds, on Saturday. 

Racing at Arlington Park will close, Saturday, 
August 2, and the closing day will feature two 
stakes events, the Post and Paddock Stakes for 
2-year-olds, at six furlongs, $15,000 added, and 
the Arlington Matron Handicap, for fillies and 
mares 3 years old and upwards, one mile, out of 
the chute, $7,500 added. 


HAWTHORNE. 

Racing at Hawthorne for the summer meeting 
will begin Monday, August 4, and continue for 
19 days. The executives of the Chicago Business 
Men’s Racing Association state that everything 
is in readiness for the first of this year’s two 
meetings. There will be a fall meeting of 12 
days at this course, beginning September 29 to 
October 11. 

Announcement has been made that horses re- 
fusing to enter the Bahr starting gate would be 
barred from racing at Hawthorne, and following 
this statement another comes that beginning 
Monday, July 28, a Bahr gate will be placed in 
the three-quarters chute, with Earl Zepp, assist- 
ant to starter Harry Morrisey, in charge, where 
trainers may properly school their horses, so 
that no one will have an excuse. 

The Hawthorne management is offering at- 
tractive features each day, and their overnight 
events promise choice entries. 


PIGEON HOLE WINS HANDICAP. 

Hal Price Headley’s 5-year-old gelding, Pigeon 
Hole, was good enough to come from behind, 
overcoming all interference, to win the second 
running of the Arlington Handicap, at Arlington 
Park, Saturday, July 26. J. E. Widener’s Curate 
was second, a length back and three lengths 
better than Warm Stable’s The Nut. Paul Bun- 
yan, William T., Stars and Bars, My Dandy, 
Lady Broadcast, Sandy Ford, Sun Beau and Toro 
were the other starters, finishing in the order 
named. Toro, sore going to the post, broke down 
badly after going half the distance. 

The fractional time for the one mile and a 
quarter was :23, :47 3-5, 1:12 4-5, 1:39 2-5, 
1:53 2-5, and 2:07 3-5, track sloppy. The net 
value to the winner was $34,400, second $6,000, 
third $3,000 and fourth $1,500. The pari-mutuels 
paid on the winner $23.74 to $2. 

Pigeon Hole was ridden by R. Finnerty, at 105 
pounds, and, placed in a prominent position in 
the early racing, came fast approaching the 
stretch turn, challenged Curate (108 pounds) in 
the last eighth and got to the front, despite 
being carried wide by the Widener horse, and was 
drawing away at the end. The Nut ran a splen- 
did race, improving his position all the way and 
closing a big gap finished fast. Jockey James 
McCoy, who rode Curate, was suspended for the 
remainder of the meeting for foul riding.

Joseph E. Widener’s Are Light won his second 
race from two starts when he easily took the 
North Shore Steeplechase Handicap, for 4-year- 
olds and upward (about 2 miles, 4:00, track 
sloppy, net value to the winner $3,630), at 
Arlington Park, July 26. Arc Light, in his first 
start, defeated Greentree Stable’s Valorous, and 
he repeated his performance Saturday, finishing 
five lengths in frout of the Greentree horse, which 
was two lengths in front of Personality. Crump- 
ler, Milan and Fair Class, which fell, were the 
other starters finishing in the order named.

Combs pair, Back Log and Oswego, were not 
eligible for the event. 


On Monday, Harned Brothers’ Typhoon de- 
feated the best of the handicap division when he 
won at nine furlongs over Royal Julian, Ben 
Machree and Bellsmith. H. P. Whitney had a 
nice double on Tuesday when K. Russell rode 
Zoom to victory in a nose finish from Lady Witt 
in the first race, and Elysium in the fourth race, 
which easily won over Purple Lady. On Wednes- 
day, Senator J. N. Camden furnished the winner 
of the fourth race in Martinique, and the next 
race his entry Ellice and Culloden ran first and 
second. C. B. Dailey’s Deemster defeated Sena- 
tor Camden’s heavily backed Bagiel in the third 
race on Thursday, at 5 1-2 furlongs, in 1:08 4-5, 
track fast. 


Playfellow’s Dream gave a big surprise Satur- 
day when she won at a mile and a sixteenth, 
defeating Broad Axe, Bellsmith and others, pay- 
ing her backers $33.26 for $2. W.H. Whitehouse 
furnished the winner of the Big Sandy Purse, at 
a mile and 70 yards in Royal Julian, which won 
— Herrick, Culloden, Nellie Lyons, Longus and

The next stakes race in view at Latonia is the 
Enquirer Handicap, to be decided next Saturday, 
August 2. The distance is a mile and a sixteenth, 
$5,000 added and a trophy donated by E. B. 
McLean. Sixty-eight were nominated for the 
event and among the probable starters are 
Easter Stockings, Martinique, Herrick, Stock 
Market, Bellsmith, Royal Julian, Clyde Van Dusen, 
Manta, Thistle Fyrn, Ladrone, Culloden and oth- 
ers. 

The track at Latonia is still deep and races 
run over so-called fast tracks, are timed five and 
six seconds slower than the track records. Accord- 
ing to Bob Saxton in The Cincinnati Enquirer, 
Monday, July 28, “One hundred and seventy- 
three races had been run over fast or good tracks 
before a real sure-enough rain came up that 
drenched the course. This is a record in itself, 


so if there are no other records at Latonia to 
shoot at this meeting here is one.” 


DON LEON WINS TROPHY. 


R. W. Collins’ Don Leon, 2-year-old son of Lee 
O. Cotner, added an important race to his con- 
quest, when he led all the way and easily won 
the twenty-ninth running of the Cincinnati 
Trophy, at Latonia, Saturday, July 26. Ridden by 
Clarence McCrossen with top weight of 122 
pounds up, Don Leon finished a full length and a 
half in front of H. P. Whitney’s Elysium, and 
Charles Nuckols’ Cousin Jo was third, a length 
back. Frigate Bird, Joey Bibb, Alyssum, Over- 
lay, Bubola, Bob’s Play, Deemster, Harvest Sun, 
Red Chili, Knight’s Call and Aerial Prince fin- 
ished in the order given. 


The distance of the Trophy is six furlongs and 
Don Leon covered it in :22 4-5, :46 3-5, and 1:14 
over a fast track. He added $7,540 to the coffers 
of his owner. The odds about the winner were 
194 to 100. He was decidedly the favorite in 
the betting, with J. N. Camden’s Frigate Bird 
being the second choice. 

Don Leon quickly raced into the lead, and 
maintaining good speed and, much the best, won 
easily. Elysium had speed from the start, found 
racing room on the inside, saved much ground 
and held on gamely.

SIR MARTIN DEAD. 


Sir Martin, chestnut horse, foaled 1906, by 
*Ogden, from Lady Sterling (dam of Sir Barton, 
winner Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Withers and 
Belmont Stakes), by Hanover, is dead at Ham- 
burg Place. His carcas ‘lies under a mound in 
the farm’s famous equine graveyard. His death, 
Saturday, July 26, was due to an accident. Turn- 
ing suddenly in his stall that morning, he frac- 
tured a hock bone and had to be destroyed. 

Sir Martin was the late John E. Madden’s 
favorite horse, and in his will he made provision 
for his retention as a pensioner after the sale 
of all other Thoroughbreds of the establishment. 
As a 2-year-old in this country in 1908, Sir Martin 
won $78,560. Mr. Madden sold him to the late 
Louis Winans in England and he went over in 
time to start in the Derby, in which great race 
he fell at Tattenham Corner. He raced in Eng- 
land in 1909 and 1910, winning four of his nine 
starts and $16,240. He entered the stud there 
and was the sire of winners in England, Den- 
mark, Spain and India, and was repurchased by 
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Mr. Madden and returned to this country in time 
for the season of 1920. 


On his native heath, he was the sire of Happy 
Thoughts, Revenue Agent, Young Martin, Gold- 
beater, Star Lore, Guess the Time, Liberty, Genu- 
ine, Tea, Helen Walker, Sally M., Minna Deen, 
Anita M., Maelstrom, Leisure Hour, Low Gear, 
Culpepper, Sanford, Spectacular, Radcliffe, Healy, 
Frank McMahon, Alma, Is Zat So, Rockford, 
Max Brick, Martis, Farmer, Host, Martinas, 
Ginger Pyle, Spinach, Lancer, Lamkin, Sanford, 
Thymon, and a number of others. 

He had practically ended his usefulness as a 
sire. He had only one mare last spring. His get 
were not brilliant as a rule, but they were gen- 
erally durable and raced longer than the average. 
His two best daughters at the stud thus far are 
Miss Marcella and Sis Martin. 


Sir Martin was own borther to Lady Doreen, 
a winner in England, and dam of the great race 
mare Princess Doreen. He also had two brothers, 
Sir Colin and Sir Vivian, winners in England. 
St. Henry, now a sire in this country, is a half- 
brother. The second dam was *Aquila, by 
Sterling, out of Eagle, by Phenix, thence back 
to the No. 9 family. 


BULL DOG COMING TO COLDSTREAM. 


In THE BLOOD-HORSE, No. 24, for the week end- 
ing June 14, on page 719, it was stated: “It is 
no secret that Clarence Haley has been trying to 
buy Bull Dog, and it is not unlikely that he may 
have been negotiating on behalf of Charles B. 
Shaffer, master of Coldstream Stud, who wants a 
stallion to fill the box vacated by the death of 
My Play, and it is known that he is partial to 
Teddy’s get. However, Mr. Shaffer sailed for 
England last week, accompanied by Mrs. Shaffer, 
and it is likely that if he does not acquire Bull 
Dog he will buy another horse before his return. 
He got *Pot au Feu from France and is well 
pleased with this. stoutly-bred, good-looking 
horse.” 


On July 23, Major John Baird, Manager of 
Coldstream Stud, received a cablegram from Mr. 
Shaffer stating that he had purchased Bull Dog 
conditionally; that he was sailing to reach New 
York by August 1, and that he would explain the 
condition when he arrived at Saratoga, where 
Dr. Baird is to meet him. 


Bull Dog is the 3-year-old brother to *Sir Gal- 
lahad III. He is a bay or brown by Teddy, out 
of Plucky Liege, by Spearmint. He was bred in 
France by Captain Jefferson Davis Cohn, who 
also bred *Sir Gallahad III. Bull Dog has not 
proved himself a race horse the equal of his il- 
lustrious brother. He made three starts last 
year. At Ma‘sons-Laffitte, he finshed second in 
the Prix Robert Papin to Chateau Bouscaut, his 
first race as a 2-year-old. He was unplaced in 
the Prix Tristan et Yseult, won by Corchula, at 
Le Touquet, and unplaced in the Prix Morny, at 
Deuville, to Chateau Bouscaut. This year to the 
end of June he had made four starts. He won the 
Prix Daphnis at Le Tremblay in April with Xand- 
over second, and the next time out at the Bois de 
Boulogne, May 18, he was fourth in the Poule 
d’Essai des Poulains to Xandover, Chateau 
Bouscaut and Cromos. Next, on May 31 at Saint 
Cloud, he finished last of seven in the Rollepot, 
which was won by Baoule. At Le Tremblay on 
June 18, he was fifth in the Prix Citronelle, 
which was won by Alcyon. We understand that 
a few days before his sale he won a very good 


race, the name and the particulars of which have 
not come to hand. 

It is intended that Bull Dog is to take the place: 
of My Play, the brother to Man o’ War, which 
died at Coldstream Stud April 6 last, after hav- 
ing sired a number of winners. Dr. Baird, in 
speaking of Mr. Shaffer’s plans for the horse, 
said that it is intended at Coldstream to mate 
some daughters of *Pot au Feu to Bull Dog and 
to send to each of these stallions some American 
mares of the Domino and Ben Brush lines. THE 
BLOOD-HORSE congratulates Mr. Shaffer on his 
acquisition of this addition to the bloodstock of 
America, and wishes for him much success. 


FIRE DESTROYS BARN. 


Fire of undetermined origin destroyed an un- 
occupied brood mare barn on Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Farm last Sunday night entailing a 
loss of $16,000. Monday morning Manager Barry 
Shannon ordered that all gates be locked and no 
visitors be permitted to enter the grounds until 
after this severe drought is over. A visitor there 
Sunday afternoon threw a cigarette into the drv 
grass. The blaze was extinguished only after 
considerable difficulty. Manager Shannon thinks 
that the barn fire was started in the same man- 
ner. He believes that tramps may have come 
from the nearby railroad to sleep in the barn and 
that they probably had been smoking. 

The gates at Joseph E. Widener’s Elmendorf 
Farm and at several other establishments in this 
section have been locked for several days and 
will not be opened to visitors any more until the 
drought is ended and the grass regains its 
normal greenness. 


DADE PARK BOOK. 

Brownell Berryman, racing secretary of the 
Dade Park Jockey Club, has issued the book for 
the first eleven days of the 22 days of racing at. 
Dade Park, beginning Wednesday, August 13, 
and closing Saturday, September 6. The mini- 
mum purse is $800. The Inaugural Handicap on 
August 13 and the A. B. Dade Memorial Handi- 
cap on August 16 will each have $1,500 added 
and are for 3-year-olds and upward at six fur- 
longs. The Dade Park Handicap, August 23, and 
Labor Day Handicap, September 1, each has 
$2,000 added, both for 3-year-olds and upward, 
the former at one mile and the latter at one 
mile and an eighth. It is a good book and should 
be attractive to the horsemen. J. J. Graddy, one 
of the stewards, is already at Dade Park looking” 
after preliminaries. Secretary Berryman will go 
there about August 7 from Lexington. 


CANNLAND FARM CHANGES. 

Jack Stafford is to take charge of Miss Blanche 
Watson’s Cannland Farm, near Lexington, re- 
cently purchased from Dr. Cornelius Cann, and 
Friday of this week is transferring Miss Wat- 
son’s mares from J. P. Chinn’s Leonatus 
Stock Farm, near Louisville. He came down 
from Chicago with seven head of horses which 
had been racing and which are to be turned out 
for some time. Stanley C. Hudson, Dr. Cann’s 
son-in-law, who capably managed Cannland 
Farm, is arranging to lease another farm and 
will continue in the business of boarding Thor- 
oughbred horses. He is an excellent man for 
the business.

Those belonging to Alex B. Gordon 
were also sent from Lexington by Thomas Piatt 
Monday night of this week, and the same night 
those from Senator J. N. Camden’s Hartland Stud 
and John H. Morris’ Bosque Bonita Farm were 
sent from Versailles. 


HART TAKES NEW PARTNERS. 


Harry S. Hart, who directs the breeding activi- 
ties of the Swingalong Stables, Incorporated, has 
entered into a contract with Dr. P. H. Crutch- 
field, of Georgetown and Stamping Ground, Ky., 
to farm a number of mares on the shares. This 
is the third connection of this kind. Tollie 
Young has the original band of mares at his 
Creekview Farm in Bourbon County, the yearling 
product of which, a carload of nice ones by Chil- 
howee and Prince Pal, were shipped this week 
to Saratoga to be sold Wednesday, August 6. 
The second arrangement was made with M. Dun- 
lap Gay, whose farm is in Clark County, but near 
Tollie Young’s farm. Dr. Crutchfield’s Farms are 
both in Scott County. The total number of 
mares for the three establishments at present is 
35, but it is intended to bring the number to 
about 70 during the next couple of years. The 
stallions to be used are Prince Pal and Saxon, 
and such others as may be later decided upon. 


Saxon is back in training and will make his first 
appearance under colors this year at the Lexing- 
ton meeting in September. Mr. and Mrs. Hart 
and Mr. Young have gone to Saratoga to remain 
until after the sale of the yearlings. The Hart 
horses, now at Latonia, will remain on the Ken- 
tucky circuit. Dan T. Morris is now handling 
the horses belonging to George Collins, which 
were trained by Harry Hart until he resigned. 
In the car with the yearlings from Creekview 
Clyde Phillips’ campaigner, Peter Peter, was 
taken to Saratoga. He has had an all winter all 
spring and part summer rest and is ready to go 
to work again.

HATBROOM WINS QUEBEC DERBY. 

Harry Payne Whitney’s Hatbroom equalled 
the track record of 1:45 for the mile and one- 
sixteenth when he won the sixth running of the 
Quebec Derby, net value to winner $4,715, the 
feature of the closing day at Dorval Park, 
Montreal, Quebec, Saturday, July 26. Brandy- 
wine Stable’s Skid was second a length back, 
and a half-length better than Angry, also from 


the Whitney Stable. Sun Falcon, Tetrarchal, 
Scared o’ Nothin, Syriac, and By Product were 
the others to start finishing in the order given. 

The fractional time was :23 3-5, :47 3-5, 
1:12 2-5, 1:38 2-5, and 1:45. The track was ex- 
ceptionally fast, since the track record for the 
six furlongs was broken, and all of the races 
were run in near track record time. 

“Sonny” Workman rode the winner at 113 
pounds (top weight), and reserving him off the 
pace for the first eighth, came with a rush and 
moved up on the outside of the leaders, and fin- 
ished gamely, holding Skid safe. Skid had raced 
prominently all the way, forced through a narrow 
opening in the stretch and was in close quarters 
at the end. Angry forced the pace all the way, 
racing close to Tetrarchal, which had held the 
lead for the first six furlongs, and they both tired 
near the end.
